Bid-rigging probe names builders 


THE Office of Fair Trading has 
alleged a leading Kent builder 
was involved in a bid-rigging 
scandal. 

R Durtnell & Sons Ltd, based in 
Westerham, is one of 112 construction 
companies facing allegations of rigging 
bids for contracts after one of the biggest- 
ever Competition Act investigations. 

Separately, Kent County Council has 
confirmed the firm is one of its preferred 
contractors. 

In the last three years it has won con¬ 
tracts to carry out building projects at 
four schools and a hotel conference centre

in Kent. It is not known whether the 
investigation looked at these contracts. 

Councillor Nick Chard, KCC’s cabinet 
member for finance, told Kent on Sunday 
he awaited the OFTs report “with interest”. 

KoS approached the company, but was 
told its chairman, John Durtnell, was 
away on holiday and that no one else 
would comment. The company, which 
claims to be the UK’s oldest builder, was 
founded in 1591 and has been handed 
down from father to son for 12 genera¬ 
tions, according to its website. 


It was named in a ‘Statement of 
Objections’ issued by the OFT. 

The OFT said “no assumption should be 
made” at this stage that any of the compa¬ 
nies named had broken competition law. 

An OFT press release stated: “The OFT 
formally alleges the construction compa¬ 
nies named have engaged in bid-rigging 
activities, and in particular cover pricing. 

“Cover pricing describes a situation 
where one or more bidders collude with a 
competitor during a tender process to 
obtain a price or prices, which are intend¬ 
ed to be too high to win the contract. 

“The tendering authority, for example a

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Police chief: 
cash needed 
to fight crime 

KENT’S most senior police officer left this week’s meeting with the 
Home Secretary “confident” that the impact of migration would be 
taken into account in future funding for Kent Police.

were 122. Migrants account for only small 
proportion of crime, said the force. 

Meanwhile, Mr Fuller publicly backed the 
Government’s plans to extend the detention 
of terror suspects. He said extending the 
limit on holding suspects without charge 
from 28 to 42 days would help officers deal 
with the “complexities” of the cases. 

The Counter Terrorism Bill is in its com¬ 
mittee stage where it will be scrutinised by 
MPs after it was given an unopposed sec¬ 
ond reading in Parliament this month. 

Speaking at a meeting of the Kent Police 
Authority, the body that oversees the work 
of the force, on Wednesday, Mr Fuller said 
terrorist investigations were highly com¬ 
plex and involved “very sophisticated” and 
“highly intelligent” suspects. 

He said terror suspects often wrote in for¬ 
eign languages that needed to be translat¬ 
ed and used encrypted computers and let¬ 
ters to communicate between themselves. 

A number of Labour backbenchers have 
spoken out against the proposals, including 
Bob Marshall-Andrews, the MP for 
Medway and a barrister, who said: “Some 
police chiefs are backing the Bill which is 
not in itself surprising, but that must be set 
against the fact that the Director of Public 
Prosecutions is not. The man with the clear¬ 
est possible view of the wider issues thinks 
it is not necessary, which shows why it is 
wholly unnecessary.” 

Sir Ken Macdonald, who heads the 
Crown Prosecution Service, said that the 
28-day limit on detaining terror suspects 
without charge has worked well and that 
the CPS’s counter-terrorism unit had a 92 
per cent conviction rate. 

Meanwhile, funding for 10 Police 
Community Support Officer posts across 
Kent has been withdrawn by a number of 
local authorities. Kent Police would not 
name the authorities - citing “commercial 
sensitivity” - and said funding would 
instead come from the Kent Police Authority 
and the Home Office so there would be no 
reduction in the number of PCSOs. 


However, the Home Office said that no 
new money was available at the moment to 
help forces cope with the influx of eastern 
European migrant workers into the country. 

Kent Police attribute 78 per cent of the 
county’s population growth to migration. 

The constabulary said the increase 
between 2003-04 and 2006-07 cost an addi¬ 
tional £34 million. 

Jacqui Smith, the Home Secretary, met 
with senior police officers from across the 
country to discuss the impact of migration 
on policing on Thursday. 

After the talks, Mike Fuller, the Chief 
Constable of Kent Police, said: “I was given 
an opportunity at the meeting to explain 
how Kent has seen an increase in officers’ 
workload and policing costs because of pop¬ 
ulation growth in recent years. 

“We had a productive and amicable dis¬ 
cussion. The Home Secretary listened very 
carefully to what I had to say and she 
responded positively. 

“She recognised the genuine problems 
that Kent faces, especially as a gateway to 
Europe. I remain confident the Home 
Secretary has taken my concerns seriously 
and will look to take into account the 
impact of migration in any future funding.” 

Findings 

Last October, Mr Fuller wrote to Ms 
Smith and stated that although Kent’s 
economy had benefited from migrant work¬ 
ers the population growth had placed pres¬ 
sure on “finite resources”. 

He warned that without extra funding 
the demand would “impact negatively on 
performance”. 

A report from the Association of Chief 
Police Officers (ACPO) found that while 
migration had placed new demands on 
police forces there was no evidence it had 
generated a “large-scale crime wave”. 

It noted that migration from countries 
including Poland, Slovakia, Lithuania, 
Romania and Bulgaria, had created pres¬ 
sure on forces in some areas and has also led 
to increased spending on interpreters, which 
can make investigations more complex. 

Figures obtained from Kent Police sup¬ 
port ACPO’s findings. In 2004-05, there 
were 13 Polish offenders. In 2006-07, there

local council or other customer, is not 
made aware of the contacts between bid¬ 
ders, leaving it with a false impression of 
the level of competition and this may result 
in it paying inflated prices.” 

The vast majority of the firms named are 
based in the Midlands and the North East, 
with some in Hertfordshire and at least one 
in London. 

However, they include firms with offices 
and operations in Kent, such as Apollo 
Property Services, Balfour Beatty 
Construction, Kier Regional, Morgan 
Ashurst, and Willmott Dixon. 

The OFT would not say where the alleged 
bid rigging took place or whether it 
involved Kent contracts. 

The OFT added: “In addition, the state¬ 
ment formally alleges that a minority of the 
construction companies have variously 
entered into one or more arrangements 
whereby it was agreed that the successful 
tenderer would pay an agreed sum of money 
to the unsuccessful tenderer (known as a 
‘compensation payment’). 

“These more serious forms of bid rigging 
are usually facilitated by false invoices.” 

Anti-competitive 

It said that of the 112 firms accused, 40 
had already admitted some bid-rigging 
activities, while a further 37 had applied for 
leniency. The OFT said it was not prepared 
to identify those companies at this stage. 

“Cartel activity of the type alleged harms 
the economy by distorting competition and 
keeping prices artificially high,” said OFT 
chief executive John Fingleton. 

“This investigation, together with the 
OFT’s previous decisions in the roofing 
sector, will hopefully send out a strong 
message to the construction industry 
about the seriousness with which we view 
suspected anti-competitive behaviour. 

“Businesses have no excuse for not know¬ 
ing and abiding by the law.” 

The OFT said its investigations first 
started in 2004 following an initial com¬ 
plaint in the East Midlands. 

An OFT spokesman told KoS that the 
firms now have the chance to make written 
and oral representations before the OFT 
decides what further steps to take. 

However, in general any firm found to be 
a member of a cartel can be fined up to 10 
per cent of its annual turnover, but penal¬ 
ties are reduced for those who co-operate 
with an investigation. 

The OFT also said it had received evi¬ 
dence implicating “many more companies 
on thousands of tender processes” but had 
focused its investigation on 240 alleged 
infringements.

WHEN Vic Reeves was growing 
up in Yorkshire there were no 
supermarkets and all the fresh 
produce was delivered by a 
horse and cart. 

The comedian, real name Jim Moir, 
now lives amid the farms of rural Kent, 
but he is keen not to forget his roots. 

The former Shooting Stars host, 49, who 
lives with his underwear model wife 
Nancy Sorrell, 33, and their young twins 
in Charing, came to Canterbury this week 
to promote a pilot scheme for Asda 
that will see them stocking hundreds of 
locally-sourced products. 

Economy 

Mr Reeves said the cart that delivered 
his produce when he was a boy was run 
by a man named Mr Todd. 

He said: “He was a sullen man and 
there was very little difference between 
him and the horse. He used to bring veg 
on his wagon and the children would run 
out to buy carrots to feed his horse. He 
was on to a good little earner there. 

“The horse used to leave its manure on 
the road and the blokes used to come out 
with shovels and use it for their gardens.” 

Mr Reeves used to keep pigs and cattle 
himself, although he admitted he wasn’t 
really a farmer. 

He added: “I just kept them because I 
loved them and I had a lot of land. I

thought it would be a shame not to. They 
weren’t so much livestock as pets.” 

He told Kent on Sunday he wanted to 
support the Asda scheme because he did 
not “want the country to turn into America 
any more”. 

Reminded that Asda is owned by the 
American supermarket behemoth 
Wal-Mart, he added: “Maybe I shouldn’t 
have said that. They probably won’t let 
me do it again.” 

Around 300 Kent-produced products will 
go on sale at stores in Asda’s Ashford, 
Broadstairs, Canterbury, Chatham and 
Kings Hill stores. 

Mr Reeves lives next door to Douglas 
Wanstall, owner of producer and distrib¬ 
utor Bank Farm, which is to act as Asda’s 
hub for local produce. Mr Wanstall said 
the Asda deal would contribute to the 
rural economy. 

He said: “It’s very important to us as 
producers. It adds an awful lot to local 
rural economy. It enables us to shorten 
the supply chain straight from our farm. 
We employ 25 people and work with 
another 40 other businesses and we all 
use local businesses and services. 

“The supply chain is kept very local - 
we are almost talking food yards rather 
than food miles.”

Trio jailed for 
brutal killing 
during theft 

TWO men and a teenager have been 
imprisoned for murder after a father-of- 
three was fatally assaulted outside his 
home in Kent. 

Mark Witherall was attacked in King 
Edward Street in Whitstable after he 
disturbed burglars in January last year. 

The three attackers knew Mr Witherall, 
47, and were all from Whitstable. 

The judge lifted reporting restrictions 
and named the 16-year-old defendant as 
Gerry Cusden, of Sydenham Street. 

He was sentenced to 20 years in prison 
for murder and 30 months in a youth 
detention centre for conspiracy to burgle. 
The jail terms will run concurrently. 

Mark Elliott, 21, unemployed of 
Sandpiper Road, was jailed for 23 years 
for murder and three and a half years 
for conspiracy to burgle to run concur¬ 
rently. 

Unemployed Curtis Delima, 19, of 
Regent Street, faces 20 years in prison 
for murder and 30 months in youth 
detention for conspiracy to burgle, which 
will run concurrently. 

Mr Witherall died in hospital after being 
on a life support machine for 41 days. 

The jury at Maidstone Crown Court 
returned unanimous guilty verdicts for 
the three after a nine-week trial, which 
ended on March 12 this year. 

At sentencing on Friday the judge said 
the three used “shameful and cowardly” 
tactics during the trial by trying to pass 
the blame onto co-defendants. 

“This was a shocking murder,” said 
Detective Inspector Ian Rogerson. 

“It appears that people broke into 
Mark’s home, burgled it and viciously 
attacked him, leaving him seriously 
injured in the street. 

“His family had to watch Mark die 
over a long period of time and this has 
left them devastated. I hope that now 
the court proceedings are over, they can 
begin to rebuild their lives.” 

Mr Witherall had two daughters aged 
30 and 10 and an eight-year-old son.

VIC Reeves has revealed he is to star in 
a new series alongside The Mighty 
Boosh star Noel Fielding. 

He told Kent on Sunday that he and Mr 
Fielding met with Channel Four bosses this 
week to agree the series, provisionally titled 
Vic and Noel Go Painting. 

The series will involve the two madcap 
comics going into the homes of celebrities to 
paint portraits of them. 

Mr Reeves said he and Mr Fielding, who 
also features in Channel Four’s The IT Crowd, 
were close friends. 

He said: “We’re both art school boys and we 
wanted to do something arty. We want to go 
round and paint people, like Holbein.” 

Hans Holbein was a 16th century Germany 
renaissance artist who became famous for his 
portraits of the court of Henry VIII. 

Mr Reeves also insisted the younger star is 
“a huge fan of mine”. 

He added: “The Mighty Boosh wouldn’t be 
there if wasn’t for my shows.”

3 3-year-old man found dead in cell 


AN inquiry has been 
launched after a prisoner 
was found hanging in his cell 
in a Kent jail. 

Jamie Sioux, who was on 
remand on harassment 
charges, was discovered in 
his cell at Elmley Prison on 
the Isle of Sheppey at 


around 8am on Thursday. 
The 33-year-old was pro¬ 
nounced dead shortly after. 

A prison spokesman said 
Mr Sioux was not on suicide 
watch and added: “Our sym¬ 
pathies are with Mr Sioux’s 
family. As with all deaths in 
custody, the prisons and pro¬ 


bation ombudsman will con¬ 
duct an investigation.” 

Elmley prison opened in 
1992 and includes a category 
C unit which holds 240 pris¬ 
oners. It also contains vul¬ 
nerable prisoner and drug 
rehabilitation units and has 
a capacity of 985 prisoners.

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Racquet ace aiming for World Transplant Games says more donors are needed

35 years later* 



FIT AS A FIDDLE: Kidney transplant

BADMINTON champion Paul 
German has travelled the world 
and won medals for his country 
playing the sport. 

But without a kidney transplant as a teenag¬ 
er he would not be alive - let alone taking part 
in an energetic sport at a competitive level. 

Mr German, who lives on the Isle of Sheppey, 
has played in the World Transplant Games 
seven times and in Thailand last year won a 
silver medal in the singles and doubles. 

He joined competitors who had also received 
life-saving organ transplants including heart, 
liver, lung and bone marrow at the annual 
Transplant Sports UK racquets tournament 
in Bracknell, Berkshire, earlier this month. 

Dialysis 

“I was 17 when my kidneys started to fail. I 
ended up on dialysis at Canterbury hospital,” 
he said. 

“My parents volunteered to donate a kidney 
and my dad was the best match. That was 35 
years ago this year. 

“I had a transplant and my dad, at 80, is still 
doing fine with one kidney. 

“I’m 53 now and have three kids, five grand¬ 
children and none of that would have hap¬ 
pened without the transplant.” 

Mr German stands a good chance of being 
selected for the world games next year on 
Australia’s Gold Coast, when he competes in 
the British Games in Sheffield on August 7. 

Transplant recipient finalists from sports 
including athletics, rackets sports, swimming 
and golf, will compete at the games in the 
south Yorkshire city. 

Transplant Sport UK is a charity founded 
after the first Transplant Olympics in 1978. 
It aims to raise awareness through showing 
the benefits of organ donation by proving you 


can lead a normal and active life. 

Mr German, who works for a car dealership 
in Maidstone, said there was a mixed range of 
abilities at the British games. 

He said: “It is a victory just being there and 
taking part - running 100 metres after being 
so ill - it doesn’t matter if you come last.” 

Mr German said there is a shortage of 
donors in this country. There are 8,000 people 
on the transplant list and 400 die each year 
while waiting for the life-saving operation. 

“The sister on the ward said before my oper¬ 
ation ‘you realise this [kidney] will probably 
last five years at the most’. 

“Even that seemed better than being on dialy¬ 
sis and 35 years later I’m still going strong. 

“The average now is more than 10 years and 
they have much better drugs to treat rejection, 
which is the major problem,” he said. 


He described the teams as a big family. He 
met his wife Judith on the way to the world 
games in Japan in 2001. She was there to 
support her sister, who had received a liver 
transplant and was on the British team. 

Mr German urged people to sign the donor 
register: “I know surveys have shown people 
are willing but don’t make the effort to sign 
up or carry the card. 

“People must let their next of kin know, 
even if they have signed, because doctors 
have to ask permission of the next of kin 
[before the organs can be used].”

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Men convicted of 
disturbing Dave 


TWO men have been given 120 hours of com¬ 
munity service each for “recklessly disturb¬ 
ing” Dave the dolphin. 

Michael Jukes, 27, of Castle Avenue, 
Folkestone, and Daniel Buck, 26, of Church 
Road, Folkestone, were on Thursday found 
guilty of recklessly disturbing a wild animal. 

They were each ordered to pay £350 costs 
by Dover Magistrates’ Court. 

The landmark case has now made it illegal 
to swim with wild dolphins in the UK. 

Mark Simmonds, director of science for the 
Whale and Dolphin Conservation Society 
and an expert witness in the case, said: “The 
outcome of the case shows that you cannot 
simply mess around with wild dolphins. 

“Although, it has also illustrated how very 
difficult it is to make the existing law work to 
protect dolphins. We are dealing with law 


that is mainly aimed at terrestrial and less 
sophisticated species.” 

Jukes and Buck were prosecuted under the 
Wildlife and Countryside Act 1981. 

Dave, a female bottlenose dolphin, was a 
much-loved regular fixture in the water off 
the coast at Sandgate but last autumn disap¬ 
peared while seriously wounded. 

Mr Simmonds added: “This was something 
that we had feared would happen from the 
time that she first appeared and when she 
began to associate with people.” 

Folkestone Magistrates’ Court, which 
heard the case, was told how the men swam 
with Dave during June last year after a night 
out at a party where they had been drinking 
heavily. Residents in Sandgate called police 
to complain about the noise and the men 
were arrested.

WILDLIFE: Dave the dolphin disappeared from waters off Sandgate last autumn 
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LOCAL authorities in Kent, 
Medway, Bromley and Bexley 
wrote off more than £5 million in 
unpaid council tax last year, 
according to the Government. 

Figures released by the Communities and 
Local Government department show that 
district and borough councils wrote off a total 
of £5.063m of council tax in 2006-07. 

This is largely because they were unable to 
track down those that had not paid. 

The highest amount written off by a single 
authority was by Thanet District Council - 
£870,000. However, the council has disputed 
this figure, claiming it had only written off 
£123,000. 

The lowest amount was by Ashford 
Borough Council, which wrote off just £4,000. 

The council said this represented money 
that it had deemed unrecoverable, although 
there was a further £112,000 outstanding that 
“could potentially be recovered in the future”. 

Matthew Elliott, chief executive of 
the TaxPayers’ Alliance, described the total 
figure as “a shocking black hole that law- 
abiding taxpayers would have to pay for”. 

He said: “It seems that far too much of the 
money being spent on enforcement is being 
wasted. Councils seem keen to pick on easy 
targets, like the pensioners who are increas¬ 
ingly being sent to jail for petty sums, while 
letting a hard core of serious offenders get 
away with it.” 

Mr Elliott said there was a “stark contrast” 
between councils that were collecting the tax 
properly and those that were not. 

He added: “The failures should learn urgent¬ 
ly from councils who are more successful.” 

Other councils that wrote off vast sums 
include Bromley (£747,000), Gravesham 
(£743,000) and Bexley (£603,000). 

Cllr Martin Wise, Thanet District Council’s 
cabinet member for finance, improvement 
and customer services, admitted the 
£123,000 it acknowledged writing off was 
“still a significant amount of money”. 

He said: ‘We have procedures in place to 
ensure that debts are only written off as a 
last resort and after every avenue open to 
collect them has been explored. 

“The vast majority of this is as a result of 
council tax payers absconding (usually from 
rented accommodation) and we have been 
unable to trace them. This is a particular 
problem in Thanet due to the high transience

of our population.” 

Cllr Paul Bartlett, from Ashford Borough 
Council, said the figures were a result of a 
questionnaire sent to councils from the 
Government. 

He claimed that some councils may have 
interpreted the questions differently. 

He added: “Some are including all write-offs 
while others including only irrecoverable 
write-offs. In view of these figures we may now 
interpret the question differently in future.” 

A spokeswoman for Communities and 
Local Government said: “It is the responsibil¬ 
ity of local councils to collect council tax and 
they work hard to ensure that collection rates 
are as high as possible as can be seen by the 
record level of nearly 97 per cent council tax 
collected in 2006-07.” 


Cameron letter shows KCC could end up 
at loggerheads with a Tory government 


RESIDENTS will be able to 
veto steep council tax rises 
under a Conservative govern¬ 
ment, an aide to leader David 
Cameron has revealed. 

The plan could potentially put 
Tory-run Kent County Council 
at odds with a Conservative 
government if it proposed a tax 
hike similar to the 2007-08 
inflation-busting rise of nearly 
five per cent. 

Edward Young, who works for 


Mr Cameron, explained the 
proposal in a letter to Kent 
man Edward Gibbens. 

Mr Gibbens, from Greatstone, 
had written to Mr Cameron to 
ask about Tory plans for council 
tax and pensions. 

Mr Young said Mr Cameron 
would require councils that 
want to introduce high council 
tax rises to submit their plans 
to a local referendum. 

He wrote: “Under our plans, 


councils would have to explain to 
taxpayers why they want to 
raise taxes by so much and must 
show what they would do - a 
shadow budget - in the event of 
their plans being rejected.

A party spokesman told Kent 
on Sunday that what would 
constitute a high council tax rise 
would “depend on the situation 
at the time”.

Families want 
‘proper’ apology 
for C diff deaths 


THE families of patients who died in 
superbug outbreaks at west Kent hospi¬ 
tals say they want an apology from the 
NHS trust at the centre of the scandal. 

Sarah Harman, a solicitor representing 
more than 20 relatives of people who died 
from Clostridium difficile at Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust hospitals, 
said her clients had been offered compen¬ 
sation but want “proper” apologies. 

However, the trust said it had apologised 


to all relatives and patients following the 
publication of the Healthcare 
Commission’s report into the outbreaks 
last October. 

The superbug outbreaks led to the 
deaths of 90 patients - with poor infection 
control and hygiene standards blamed in 
the watchdog’s damning report. 

The trust said its chief executive Glenn 
Douglas had offered to meet patients’ rel¬ 
atives to talk about what happened and 


“express our regret”. A spokesman said: 
“The trust takes the HC report and 
patients’ and relatives’ views extremely 
seriously. There has been significant 
progress made in improving infection con¬ 
trol. For example in March the trust 
announced had it had cut cases of C diff by 
35 per cent in the previous 12 months and 
more than halved the cases of MRSA from 
2003-04 to 2007-08.”.

LOCAL Labour leaders 
have reacted bullishly to 
suggestions that Gordon 
Brown’s plummeting poll 
ratings could hit them in 
the ballot box at the local 
elections next month. 

There are council elections in 
Maidstone, Swale and Tunbridge 
Wells on May 1. 

Recent opinion polls have shown 
Labour trailing the Conservatives by 
as much as 16 per cent, with just 28 
per cent backing the Government in 
a YouGov poll earlier this month. 

The Prime Minister has come 
under repeated attack for his han¬ 
dling of the economy in the wake of 
the Northern Rock fiasco, the credit 
crunch and the downturn in the 
housing market. 

Even Alistair Darling, his belea¬ 
guered Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
admitted this week the Government 
needs to “sharpen up” and give a 
clear message to voters. 

All three Kent councils facing elec¬ 
tions are Tory-led authorities, with 
the Conservatives dominating 
Maidstone and Swale. 

Tunbridge Wells is much closer,

and the Liberal Democrats as 
Labour does not currently occupy a 
single seat and is only contesting 
three of the 16 up for grabs on May 1. 

In Maidstone, where Labour are 
defending three seats and are hoping 
to improve their numbers on the 
council, local party leader Cllr Morel 
D’Souza said issues about the 
Government’s handling of the econo¬ 
my were not being raised on the 
doorstep.

He said: “What’s going on with sub¬ 
prime mortgages has been imported 
from the States - it hasn’t had a 
great impact in this country. 

“House prices have fallen by about 
five per cent, I heard this morning, 
and they were over-inflated anyway. 

Within the party we’ve discussed 
the abolition of the lOp tax rate and 
how it will affect some of our people 
without children, but I think Gordon 
Brown and Alistair Darling are look¬ 
ing at that and something may come 
soon.” 

Cllr De Souza said he was confi¬ 


dent of the party’s chances on May 1 
and insisted “we our fighting on our 
record”. 

He added: “I think [the electorate] 
will look at local issues because qual¬ 
ity of life is affected by issues such as 
traffic, pavements, waste collection 
and recycling.” 

In Swale, Labour leader Angela 
Harrison is also hoping to successful¬ 
ly defend three seats. 

She said she was not particularly 
concerned about the opinion polls 
and accused the media of a campaign 
against Gordon Brown. 

She said: We’re not doing that 
badly. Banks and building societies in 
this country were handing out money 
like confetti and now there’s a credit 
crunch people see it as a crisis. 

“There’s a limit to what the 
Government can do. 

“If you talk to people on the 
doorstep, a lot of pensioners said to 
me ‘we’ve never had it so good’. The

KCC’s ‘superdepot’ plans abandoned 


THE Campaign to Protect Rural England has 
said it is “extremely relieved” after the county 
council scrapped plans for lorry ‘superdepot’ 
in a Kent village. 

KCC was planning to put its West Kent 
Highways Depot in the village of Wrotham but 
has now backed down. 

The countryside campaigners claim this is 
because they applied for a judicial review of the 
decision, although KCC said the decision fol¬ 
lowed advice from an independent consultant. 

It would have been built on a partially green¬ 
field site that lies within the Kent Downs Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

It would have included an office building, a 14- 
metre high salt store and space for lorry parking. 

Planning permission was granted in 
February 2007, but the CPRE applied to the 
High Court for a judicial review last summer. 


Dr Hilary Newport, director of the Kent 
CPRE, said it applied for the review because “it 
was vital for the protection of our countryside”. 

She said: “Building the Wrotham superdepot 
would have set a terrible precedent for devel¬ 
opment in protected landscapes. 

“We regret so much time and money should 
have been spent in reversing the decision, but a 
lorry depot and salt store on this site would have 
been directly contrary to the council’s own stat¬ 
ed policies for protecting Kent’s countryside.” 

The KCC spokesman said it had not been 
easy to find a suitable location for the depot. 

He said: “KCC asked for independent advice 
from a planning consultant looking into whether 
the Wrotham location would be suitable. 

“After considering the consultant’s findings, 
KCC is no longer pursuing this particular option. 
Alternative sites are now being looked at.”

THE chief executive of Kent County 
Council has ordered all councillors 
to urgently report back with details 
of their outside interests - after 
pressure from KOS Media. 

We requested details of directorships held by 
all 84 councillors after it emerged Tory county 
councillor Mike Snelling spoke during a 
debate about the council’s controversial com¬ 
mercial activities - without declaring he was a 
non-executive director of one of KCC’s trading 
companies. 

Although the county council initially said that 
providing the details would not be a problem 
they later attempted to treat it as a Freedom of 
Information request - even though the details 
should be freely available to the public as part 
of the register of members’ interests. 

In the end, our reporter went to County Hall 
to inspect the register and an official present¬ 
ed him with the records, in two volumes. 

The most recent ‘Declaration of Related 
Party Transactions’ forms on file for KCC’s 
cabinet members, as well as those for Cllr 
Snelling and the Opposition leaders, were 
dated 2004. 

The forms are to record details of any con¬ 
tracts or transactions that could present a 
potential conflict of interest. 

A letter from KCC chief executive Peter 
Gilroy sent to all councillors earlier this month 
- and leaked to us this week - reveals his con¬ 
cern that the register “could be inaccurate”. 

He wrote: “Following the failure of a member 


to make a declaration of interest at the county 
council meeting on April 3 and a subsequent 
press inquiry, I have checked with the relevant 
officer and it appears that the information 
contained in the register of members’ interests 
appears not to be current and could therefore 
be inaccurate. 

“I must remind members that upon being 
elected they signed an undertaking to comply 
with the code of member conduct... which 
requires any interests to be registered. 
Members also have a responsibility to inform 
the monitoring officer as soon as any change in 
their circumstances takes place.” 

An internal KCC email sent on Friday said 
our reporter had only been provided with two 
of three volumes of records. The email said: 


“All records are now stored together and none 
are missing.” 

Cllr Trudy Dean, leader of the Liberal 
Democrats on KCC, said: “I think if the county 
council was trying to portray itself as incompe¬ 
tent, unaccountable, defensive and secretive 
on this issue it couldn’t have done a better job.” 

And Cllr Mike Eddy, leader of the Labour 
group, said: “The air of confusion and secrecy 
around the register does nobody any good and 
just adds to air of unaccountability and arro¬ 
gance that surrounds KCC these days. 

“Keeping up-to-date registers of members’ 
and officers’ interests is basic good governance 
yet KCC doesn’t seem able to do it.” 

A KCC spokeswoman said this week that 
Cllr Snelling was not paid to be a non-execu-

County Hall is ‘controlling the means of production’ 


BUSINESSMEN and women in Kent are 
stepping up their campaign against the 
growing commercial activities of Kent County 
Council, with David Foley, the chief executive 
of Thanet and East Kent Chamber of 
Commerce, using the c-word - communism. 

In his weekly business bulletin he asked: 
“Is Kent County Council getting above 
itself? Are we seeing communism in Kent 
with the effective centralised control of the 
means of production? Some companies in 
Kent evidently think so. 

“KCC’s move to compete with the private 
sector is of growing concern to many Kent- 
based businesses. They claim that they are 
faced with direct competition from KCC 


which is allegedly competing and winning 
contracts for (a range of) services.” 

Jack Parkinson, chief of Ashford-based 
HR GO, has intensified his campaign 
against KCC’s commercial activities by 
sending letters to all councilors saying: 
“Either you are not aware of what’s going 
on at Commercial Services, or you are 
actively supporting a crazy scenario where¬ 
by private enterprise in the county is being 
forced to lose business, turnover and jobs. 

“On behalf of the Kent Business Lobby - 
KCC Hands Off Business (HOB), available on 
www.kcc-hands-off.co.uk - we would rec¬ 
ommend you take seriously our concerns.” 

The ‘ginger’ group was set up after a meet¬ 


ing between KCC delegates and companies 
and organisations at East Mailing on 
February 13 where both sides presented their 
points of view. There was no agreement. 

However, observers hoped KCC would 
begin to take stock about the extent to 
which it was going towards commercialisa¬ 
tion and the rate at which it was expanding 
into various commercial fields. There does 
not seem to be any movement on that. 

Angry businesspeople claim KCC is 
muscling in on bus and coach transport, 
recruitment, minicab hire, printing and graph¬ 
ic design, stationery and office supplies, 
landscaping and grounds maintenance, vehi¬ 
cle maintenance and MOT testing.

According to the guidance, if they think the 
subject matter of a request is “controversial” 
they must refer it to their ‘directorate co-ordi- 
nator’ to decide if some or all of the informa¬ 
tion should be withheld. 

Commenting on the note, Cllr Eddy said: “I 
can understand withholding information 
because it is personal or because it is commer¬ 
cially sensitive, but to withhold information 
because it is controversial is just the kind of 
thing the Freedom of Information Act was 
supposed to put a stop to. The media report

THE five big-name artists short¬ 
listed to design a giant Angel of 
the South’ sculpture at Ebbsfleet 
International Station will unveil 
their designs next month. 

Eurostar, Channel Tunnel operator 
London and Continental Railways and 
property developers Land Securities are to 
commission a £2 million sculpture they 
hope will rival the Angel of the North as a 
regional landmark. 

The artwork, which could be as tall as 150 
feet and be seen from 20 miles away, will 
stand atop the Ebbsfleet Valley. 

Five internationally renowned artists 
have been chosen to submit designs for the 
sculpture. 

They are: recent Turner Prize winner 
Mark Wallinger, French conceptual artist 
Daniel Buren and British sculptors 
Christopher Le Brun, Richard Deacon and 
Rachel Whiteread CBE. 

Mr Wallinger won the 2007 prize for his 


work State Britain, a precise reconstruction 
of anti-war protestor Brian Haw’s display 
that stood in Parliament Square before 
being taken down by police last year. 

He is also one of 23 artists who will be con¬ 
tributing a public artwork to the Folkestone 
Triennial, a cultural event to take place in 
the coastal town later this year. 

Ms Whiteread became the first woman to 
win the Turner Prize in 1993 for her work 
House, a concrete cast of the inside of an 
entire Victorian terraced house. 

The designs are to be unveiled at the 
Observatory in the Ebbsfleet Valley on 
Wednesday, May 7. 

No local artists were invited to submit 
designs, but KOS Media has been asking 
readers to send in their proposals. 

Designs received so far have included 
tongue-in-cheek entries like Phonehenge 
by Hamish Pringle, a replica of Stonehenge 
made of giant mobile phones, and The 
Developer of the South by Ron Kipps, a 
statue of a giant property developer. 

Other entries included a Eurostar train 
emerging from an oasthouse cowl by Brian 
Cowles and the Kentish Horse by Monty 
Parkin. 

It is intended the sculpture will be built in 
time for the 2012 Olympics.

THE Prime Minister 
has paid tribute to a for¬ 
mer county councillor 
who died this week. 

Charles Young, known as 
Charlie, died at the age of 95 on 
Monday after a long battle with 
illness. 

Mr Young, who served on both 
Kent County Council and 
Thanet District Council, joined 
the Labour Party as an electri¬ 
cian’s apprentice at the age of 14 
and remained a member of the 
party until his death. 

Gordon Brown said Mr Young 
had an “outstanding record of 
service” to his country, his com¬ 
munity and his party. 

He said: “I am proud that our 
country has citizens like Charles 
Young. He will be much missed 
by his friends and colleagues in 
the local Labour Party and the 
wider community.” 

A Labour spokeswoman was 
unable to say if his 81 years of 
membership made him the 
longest-serving member of the 
party, but said he was “one of the 
longest serving”. 

Mr Young was in the RAF dur¬ 
ing World War Two and was 
given the Military Medal for 
bravery after he was injured dur¬ 
ing the Dunkirk evacuations. 

He was left in a coma for six 
days and was blinded for more 
than a year. 

As well as his council roles he 
was also Mayor of Margate four 
times and was involved in a 


wide range of charity and com¬ 
munity work. 

Mr Young was also personal 
friends with Tony and Cherie 
Blair, having helped the latter 
with her unsuccessful campaign 
to be MP for North Thanet in 
1983. 

Cllr Iris Johnston, a close 
friend and his former election 
agent, said he was loved by peo¬ 
ple of all political stripes. 

She said: “Everybody greeted 
him with great affection. I told 
the Conservative members on 
Tuesday night and one of the 
ladies virtually burst out in 
tears. That’s very unusual.” 

Tributes were also paid by 
Labour colleagues Cllrs Clive 
Hart and Richard Nicholson. 

Cheery 

Cllr Hart said: “He really was 
a lovely man who had the 
sharpest political mind right to 
the end. 

“I was pleased and very proud 
indeed to have him as a person¬ 
al friend.” 

Cllr Nicholson added: “As a 
person I will miss him but I hold 
dear the memories of working 
alongside Charlie and his cheery 
disposition.” 

His funeral is to take place at 
St John’s Church in Margate on 
May 1 at 1.30pm. Dr Stephen 
Ladyman, MP for South Thanet 
and a vice-chairman of the 
Labour Party, will be speaking 
at the service. 

Mr Young was married to 
Rose, who died in 1998, and had 
two daughters; Wendy and Pat.

Maoist victory 
poses threat to 
Gurkha future 


FEARS have been raised over serious fire 
safety flaws at the Blackwall Tunnel in 
London. 

A study by two motoring organisations 
found the busy two tunnels, which are used by 
100,000 vehicles a day, are among the most 
dangerous in Europe. 

The investigation by safety inspectors from 
the AA and ADAC, a German motoring group, 
rated the tunnels under the Thames as “very 
poor”. 

Safety at the Dartford tunnel in Kent, which 
is used by 75,000 drivers a day, was rated 
“acceptable” although inspectors criticised the 
lack of emergency lanes, loudspeakers for 
alerting people and SOS phones. 

Talking about the problems at the Blackwall 
tunnels, John Dawson, the AA’s policy director, 


said: “We are not questioning management of 
the tunnels but we take issue with the risk to 
motorists in the event of a fire.” 

Transport for London, which runs the 
Blackwall tunnels, said the southbound tunnel 
was due for a major revamp and that the safe¬ 
ty of the northbound tunnel would be 
reviewed. 

The AA said of the southbound tunnel: “It 
was the scene of a fire last year, yet no fire 
extinguishers were found on site. 

“Inspectors praised day-to-day manage¬ 
ment, noting well-equipped fire brigades, good 
video surveillance and strict rules on vehicles 
carrying hazardous materials.” 

Out of 30 tunnels across Europe the north¬ 
bound stretch of the Blackwall was second 
worse and the southbound tunnel was third.

THE RECRUITMENT of 
Gurkhas by the British Army is 
likely to be frozen by a communist 
party sweeping to power in Nepal. 

The fighters, who have close links with 
Kent, have been enlisted into the Army from 
the Himalayan nation for nearly 200 years. 

However, Nepal’s Maoist party, which now 
looks set to take control, has indicated its aim 
to stop Britain’s recruitment of the troops. 

And it is unclear what will happen to 
Gurkhas currently serving in the Army. 

Adam Holloway, Tory MP for Gravesham, 
has just returned from acting as an election 
advisor in Nepal. The former soldier told KOS 
Media he believed the Maoists were likely to 
end the UK’s recruitment of Gurkhas. 

“They are bound to renege on some of the 
more whacky economics, so stopping ‘foreign 
mercenary recruitment’ is an easy hit to stay 
with their principles,” he said. 

But Mr Holloway added: “I doubt they will 
be re-elected, so this will only be for one par¬ 
liamentary term I would have thought.” 

Prince Harry recently praised Gurkhas he 
served alongside in Afghanistan. 

The 1st Battalion The Royal Gurkha Rifles 
has its garrison in Brunei, whereas the 2nd 
Battalion is stationed at Folkestone’s 
Shomcliffe Barracks. 

Brigadier Iain James, Commanding Officer 
of 2 (South East) Brigade, is responsible for 
both units. He is based at Shomcliffe Barracks. 

There are another 200 Gurkhas at 
Maidstone in The Queen’s Gurkhas 
Engineers, part of 36 Engineer Regiment. 

Former Gurkhas protested outside 
Parliament last month, calling for better 
pension and citizenship rights. 

Cllr Dhan Gurung, a former Gurkha, is a Lib 
Dem councillor on Folkestone Town Council. 
He fears the worst for the future of the Brigade 
of Gurkhas, the collective name for soldiers 
recruited from Nepal by the British Army 

He said: “The Maoists have already said if 
they win, they don’t want anyone leaving the 
country and that includes the Gurkhas.

“The Gurkhas in Kent are extremely wor¬ 
ried about what is going to happen to them.” 

The full results of elections in Nepal are 
still a few weeks away, but the Maoists look 
certain to take power. 

Chantra Rai, general secretary of the 
British Gurkha Welfare Society, said he was 
concerned about the polls. 

He said: “This election result has come as a 
big shock to many people now worried what 
is to become of Nepal. 

“I am quietly confident it will not become a 
hard-line Maoist government running a 100 
per cent communist state with closed borders. 

“That would be a disaster for the country 
because we rely very heavily on foreign aid.” 

He added: “I know the Gurkhas in Kent 
will be very concerned, but we all need to 
wait to see what the Maoists plan to do.” 

A spokesman for the Ministry of Defence 
said: “We have no indication that the recruit¬ 
ment of Gurkhas would be affected by a 
change of government in Nepal.” 

On Thursday, Maoist leader Prachanda - 
the ‘fierce one’ (real name Pushapa Kamal 
Dhahal) set a 30-day deadline for the aboli¬ 
tion of Nepal’s ancient Hindu monarchy.

ENGLISH HERITAGE 
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Death by a thousand 
cuts for country life

A VILLAGE singled out as 
having suffered the most 
cuts in local services in the 
country was once a thriv¬ 
ing centre of rural life, resi¬ 
dents said this week. 

Wrotham, near Tonbridge, has 
just 300 villagers but only one shop 
after consecutive years of swingeing 
cuts to vital amenities. 

Two years ago the post office 
closed its cash register for the last 
time - forcing pensioners to make a 
20-minute trek to neighbouring 
Borough Green. 

And in the last decade the village 
has lost two banks, two greengro¬ 
cers, two butchers and a bakery. 

It is these slashes to services 


which have put Wrotham at the bot¬ 
tom of the pile of villages stripped of 
their heart - a new Government 
report reveals. 

The Communities and Local 
Government department report 
looked into deprivation in rural 
areas between 2004 and 2007. 
Wrotham saw the biggest decline in 
services. 

Barmaid Tina Hitchcock, 35, 
works at the George and Dragon in 
the centre of the village. 

She said: “It’s hardly a surprise - 
I’ve lived here for 20 years and in 
just that space of time we have so 
many businesses move out. 

“Now we have to travel 20 min¬ 
utes if we need anything. It’s okay 
for the younger people but for the 
elderly it is a real ordeal. 

“When the post office closed it 
made life very difficult for every¬ 
one.” 

College lecturer Graham Davison, 
60, said local parish councillors were 


fighting a losing battle against gov¬ 
ernment policymakers. 

He said: “There has been quite an 
organised resistance to all the cuts 
but sadly those concerns are not 
being listened to. 

“The last four years have been 
particularly bad.” 

Despite its setbacks the tradition¬ 
al village has a proud heritage. 

It boasts the first-ever recorded 
century at Wrotham’s cricket 
ground and proudly claims to have 
the first church officially to be 
named after England’s patron saint 
St George. 

Mrs Hitchcock added: “It is a love¬ 
ly old place with a lot of charm and 
character. 

“The Queen used to come here 
quite often as one of her close friends 
lived just outside the village. It used 
to be very hush hush, though.”

At Kent Highway Services, we carry out regular 
inspections of the roads and pavements across our 
county, but we can’t be everywhere all the time, 
which is why we need your help. 

If you spot a problem on the roads, you can tell us 
about it 24 hours a day, 365 days a year, by calling 
our Contact Centre on 08458 247 800 . You can also 
report it online at www.kent.gov.uk/highways or 
email us at kent.highwayservices@kent.gov.uk 

When you contact us, it would help if you can give us 
as much information as possible about the problem 
and its location. 

In particular, please tell us the following when 
reporting any fault: 

• A clear location including road name, town, 
postcode (if available) and a location description as 
to where on the road or pavement the fault can be 
found (e.g. near a house number or shop name). 

• If reporting an issue with a streetlight, please 
provide the column number which can be found 
stencilled on the side of every lamp post Oust 
above head-height)....or perhaps a house number 
that the light is outside/opposite...or give us a 
description of the location. 

• If reporting a pothole, details of its location are 
very important for us to find it. Please advise the 
road name and indicate the approximate size and 
location on the road - is it in the middle of the 
carriageway, how far from a junction etc. 

• If reporting a problem with a tree affecting the 
highway, please try to tell us if it’s from privately- 
owned property (and provide the address of the tree 
owner if known)... or a tree that is growing alongside 
the highway. The approximate thickness and length 
of a broken tree/branch will be helpful too. 




If you want to know more about how we deal with the 
issues you report to us, we have a series of leaflets that 
explain our services. The leaflets include information 
on how we deal with streetlights, trees, potholes and 
traffic calming.

You might not immediately associate new technology 
and innovation with Kent Highway Services, but did 
you know that we are always looking for ways to 
make the way we work more efficient?

Oi! Sir Richard 
tells all to teens 


SIR Richard Branson 
has revealed how he 
turned down a proposal 
to set up a new funeral 
parlour - called Virgin 
Stiffs. 

He was speaking in an inter¬ 
view with Oi!, the trailblazing 
Kent magazine produced by 
teenagers for teenagers. 

The billionaire businessman 
also told the magazine how he did 
not know the difference between 
net and gross profit until he was 
50 because of his dyslexia. 

Reporters Holly Mounter, 16, 
and Hollie-Anna Sheppard, 14, 
quizzed Sir Richard about some 
of the wild ideas he had come 
across during his long career. 

He told them: “The story that 
truly gave me the sense that no 
idea was too mad came when a 
couple of guys approached me 
with the idea for Virgin Stiffs. 
They wanted to set up a funeral 
parlour under the Virgin Brand! 
Now, I love to think that most 
things are doable but I didn’t real¬ 
ly buy into that as an idea.” 

Dyslexia 

Sir Richard, whose companies 
employ more than 50,000 people, 
criticised the state education sys¬ 
tem for failing to provide proper 
training for the outside world. 

He said: “Aspects of school are 
not really particularly helpful in 
real life situations. I feel quite 
strongly that school studies 
should be part based on how suc¬ 
cessful companies - for example 
Tesco - work. I dropped out early. 
Because of my dyslexia I thought 
I would do better outside the 
school environment.” 

Asked if he still suffered from 
dyslexia, the 57-year-old said: 
“Well, I muddle words sometimes. 
For example, I didn’t know the 
difference between net and gross 
profit until I was 50. I do think 
though that having to cope with 
dyslexia has made it easier for me 
to communicate what I want to 
say simply and clearly. 

“For example, the Virgin brand 
came about because I wanted to 
describe something that was 
completely new and different - 
no jargon. People got it; now it’s 
one of the most recognisable 
names in the world.” 

The interview took place at 
Heathrow, where the reporters 
witnessed the airport’s first pas¬ 
senger flight using biofuel.

Southern 
Water sponsored the latest issue 
and Allan Willett CMG, the Lord 
Lieutenant of Kent, provided 
funding through his foundation. 

Around 40,000 copies are dis¬ 
tributed to schools, libraries and 
youth clubs around the county. 

Ms White said the commercial 
aspect of the operation made it 
difficult to get lottery funding 
but helped guarantee the publi¬ 
cation’s independent voice. 

“It belongs to the teenagers 
and not to a local authority or 
corporate partner. That’s what 
makes it so effective.” 

Ms White, a 38-year-old moth¬ 
er of three, has a background in 
journalism, marketing and pub¬ 
lishing. She is looking for fund¬ 
ing for the next issue, which is 
scheduled for publication in July.

Dr Rowan Williams spoke clearly and 
concisely about the plight of Christians in 
places such as Iraq ahead of a conference on 
Wednesday. 

He hosted the BibleLands 
conference at Lambeth Palace to discuss 
support for the Holy Land and was joined 
by Archbishop Paul Saya of Haifa, in Israel, 
and Bishop Angaelos, who represented 
the Coptic Church in the UK 

The archbishop said people in Britain 
needed to better understand the plight of 
their spiritual brothers and sisters in the 
troubled region. 

He said: “There is an urgent need for 
people in the UK to wake up to the fact 
that Christians in the Middle East are 
living through a time of change more 
dramatic and more costly than anything 
seen for a thousand years and more. 

“Apart from the tragic situation of 
Christian refugees from Iraq, there is a 


quiet but numerically huge exodus of 
Christians - especially but not exclu¬ 
sively educated Christians - from the 
whole region.” 

Dr Williams said the Christian communi¬ 
ties left behind were exposed to “violence 
and extremism” in many countries. 

He added: ‘We badly need to be better 
informed about both the present and the 
past of these communities.” 

The archbishop also announced the fund¬ 
ing of a scholarship to study the impact of 
migration among Iraqi Christians. 

There is also to be a bursary granted to 
two deacons from the Lebanon to allow 
them to come to the UK to study English for 
two months and to see how the Church 
operates in Britain. 

Dr Williams described these as “small 
measures” but said he hoped it would help 
Christians in the Middle East to feel that 
they are not being ignored by the West.

MALE hospital consultants are 
more productive than their 
female counterparts, a new 
study has suggested. 

A report by the Journal of the Royal 
Society of Medicine, which is bound to cause 
controversy, found that male consultants 
have “significantly’ higher rates of treating 
inpatients than females across the NHS. 

The research explored whether gender 
affected productivity across 10 surgical and 
medical specialties. 

The main author of the report, Dr Karen 
Bloor, a senior researcher in the depart¬ 
ment of health science at the University of 
York, said: “The implications of these 
results for the planning of the medical 
workforce are evidently important, as femi- 
nisation of the profession could lead to 
reduced productivity over time. 

“The recent increase in medical school 
intake, with the substantially increased 
proportion of female students, could in prin¬ 
ciple create less of an increase in NHS 
activity than policymakers intended from 
this investment, unless these new women 
doctors are enabled to deliver greater NHS 
activity. 

“The existence and the causes of gender 
differences in consultant activity are funda¬ 
mental issues for researchers and NHS 
policymakers.” 

However, the authors point to flaws in the 
research and its methods and say there is 
no conclusive proof that male doctors are 
better or even quicker at treating patients 
than women. 

Hospital trusts in Kent were unwilling to 
put forward a female consultant to discuss 
the findings of the report. 

Unexplained 

A spokesman for Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust said: “The 
trust does monitor the work of all its con¬ 
sultants, service by service, and will expect 
equal productivity regardless of gender. 

“Where unexplained differences in per¬ 
formance appear between consultants in 
the same speciality steps are taken to iden¬ 
tify the issues in order to achieve the clear 
objectives of providing high quality, safe 
service to patients, and service efficiency 
and effectiveness.” 

The trust was unable to say how many 
female consultants and how many male 
consultants it employs. 

Hospital Episode Statistics (HES), which 
measure information about how admitted 
patients are treated, was used in the jour¬ 
nal’s research, which was carried out across 
the country. 

The unit of measurement was the 
Finished Consultant Episode (FCE), which 
is the period of inpatient care by one doc¬ 
tor. 

Data from consultants working in general 
surgery, urology, trauma and orthopaedics, 
ear, nose and throat, ophthalmology, general 
medicine, gastroenterology, cardiology, pae¬ 
diatric medicine and geriatric medicine was 
used in the journal’s report. 

It states: “Men have significantly higher 
activity rates than women, after accounting 
for age, specialty and hospital trust.” 

But the report also states the “accuracy, 
comprehensiveness and validity” of HES data 
has been questioned, particularly in relation 
to measuring consultant performance. 


Care stats help 

THE University of Kent has developed a 
new way of gathering information to help 
the UK’s biggest social care provider. 

A team of experts and researchers from 
the university’s Tizard Centre has devel¬ 
oped a new methodology to help care group 
Turning Point make their services better 
for the users. 

Turning Point provides care for people 
with substance misuse problems, learning 
difficulties and mental health issues. 

The new approach will help the organisa¬ 
tion carry out user satisfaction surveys. 

The results can then be used to monitor 
its performance and to lobby the 
Government for funds to make changes to 
its programmes. 


Female consultants 
‘are less productive’ 

Report claims male doctors get more work done 


FCEs measure the care provided by one 
consultant. However, as the report notes, 
patients are usually allocated to the most 
senior consultant and if they are then passed 
to a more junior doctor or surgeon it may not 
be recorded. 

As there are still a minority of female con¬ 
sultants in senior roles compared to males 
this could go someway to accounting for the 


results of the study, the report states. 

The authors speculate about reasons for the 
anomaly between male and female productivity. 

“The result could reflect women taking more 
time with each patient, having different com¬ 
munication styles and perhaps being more 
meticulous, comprehensive and holistic in their 
care.... On the other hand, the difference could 
result from women being less likely to work 


substantially out of normal working hours due 
to family and other commitments.”

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Birthday party 
for killed teen 

THE parents of a teenage boy kicked to death 
by a former friend two years ago were joined 
by 200 supporters to celebrate what would 
have been his 18th birthday. 

Lloyd and Sue Chapman gathered at the 
event in Sittingboume on Sunday to mark 
what would have been the coming of age of 
their son Michael, who died in June, 2006. 

They gathered in an emotional tribute to the 
teen - who was killed by former school friend 
Lee Cowie as he walked home from a night out 
across a cricket ground. 

Mr Chapman said: “We promised Michael an 
18th birthday party and we can’t just dismiss 
that promise. I know he is looking down on us. 

“And when he sees how many people are going 
to turn up just for him - not for us - he will be 
smiling. That is going to mean the world to us.” 

The 16-year-old was described at the time of 
his death as “a loveable boy, always smiling”. 

But he was set upon by Cowie - who claimed 
his former friend had been “bad-mouthing” 
him behind his back - on June 16, 2006. 

Cowie later admitted manslaughter and was 
jailed for four years. 

Mr and Mrs Chapman met Justice Minister 
Jack Straw earlier this year to demand 
tougher sentences for violent criminals. They 
expressed their anger at the length of Cowie’s 
sentence. 

The mourners gathered in Sittingboume 
Science Park where X Factor finalist Ben Mills 
performed in a moving tribute to Michael.

Laura Probert joined the National Concern 
for Healthcare Infections (NCHI), which 
works to raise awareness of superbugs and 
other infections, after her mother died at the 
William Harvey Hospital in Ashford three 
years ago. 

Mrs Probert said: “She was in there because 
she fell and broke her hip, she was not ill. They 
operated and she got an MRSA infection in the 
wound. 

“She was in hospital for three months and 
developed Clostridium difficile and E.coli as

well - she just gave up in the end.” 

Since the loss of her 82-year-old mother, Mrs 
Probert, who lives in Ramsgate, has been 
working on behalf of the NCHI and also plans 
to join LINk, the Local Involvement Network 
that will replace Patient and Public 
Involvement Fomms. 

‘We were not told anything,” she said. “It was 
such a battle to get information but it has 
picked up now and [the NHS] is taking it more 
seriously.”

Benefits cheat 
claimed £12,000 

A WOMAN who dishonestly claimed more 
than £12,000 in benefits has been given a 
suspended sentence.

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Coping with the 
hidden disease

WHILE working as a 
teacher in a special school, 
Pam Wright was used to 
helping her pupils learn 
how to overcome their 
disabilities. 

So when she was diagnosed with 
an incurable physical condition, she 
used the same techniques to fight 
against her own painful and debili¬ 
tating symptoms. 

Ms Wright, who lives in Whitstable, 
has now written a book about how 
to cope with Fibromyalgia - a chron¬ 
ic pain and fatigue condition she 
was diagnosed with six years ago. 

She explained how the illness 
manifested itself. 

“It was taking me longer to get up 
in the mornings. I had terrible pain 
down my arms and every muscle in 
my body. It is almost indescribable. 
It feels like getting run over by a 
lorry,” she said. 

Ms Wright, 59, had to give up her 
job at St Nicholas Special School, 
near Canterbury, because of the 
sudden bouts of unbearable pain 
that could strike at any time. 

She resolved to fight the disease 
and told KOS Media of the approach 
she took. 

“I had an observational back¬ 
ground so I treated myself as my 
own project,” she said. 

“I took small steps towards work¬ 
ing it out for myself. I made lists of 
what the triggers were and what 
was happening so I could explain it 
to my GP.” 

Despite leaving her career and 
busy lifestyle behind, Ms Wright 
said she was “too young to give up” 
and through her reading and 
research around the condition she 
discovered life coaching. 

Now a qualified life balance and 
health coach she has had her 
first book, The Fibromyalgia Coach, 
published. 

“I decided I should put all the 
issues around Fibromyalgia, not 
actually the symptoms, but all the 
other things like being able to cope 
with losing your job or status and 
how to handle people who don’t 
believe you are ill because you look 
healthy,” she said. 

More than 460 people across the 
county go to support groups run by 
the Kent representative of 
UKFibromyalgia, a charity that 
supports people with the condition. 

Ms Wright said: “You set goals, 
being aware of what is possible, 
always looking at the ability rather 
than the disability,” she said. 

She claims to have improved the 
life of every person with Fibromyalgia 
that she has treated through her 
new career as a life coach. 

“I’ve had clients from all over the 
country who have shifted their per¬ 
ception of where they are and how 
they can be and moved forward. 

“Not one person has not changed 


positively,” the divorced mother-of- 
two said. 

Around one in 100 people develop 
the condition at some point of their 
life and nine out of 10 of them are 
women. 

The techniques outlined in her 
book can also be applied to other 
chronic and debilitating conditions 
such as Myalgic Encephalopathy 
(ME) or Chronic Fatigue 
Syndrome (CFS). 

People use prescription 
painkillers and anti¬ 
depressants to help them 
sleep, but Ms Wright said 
she was determined not to 
go down the “drugs route”. 

“I had relaxation thera¬ 
py, warm baths, stretch¬ 
ing, yoga - but you have 
to be really self-controlled 
and aware you cannot do 
anything too fast. 

“On really bad days I 
managed to get through 
[the pain] with Western 
acupuncture,” she said. 

Condition 

She said no one with the 
condition has ever written 
a life-coaching book 
about how to cope with 
Fibromyalgia. 

NHS Direct states that 
the onset of the condition 
could be related to physi¬ 
cal or emotional trauma, 
although the exact cause 
remains unclear. 

Ms Wright added: “I can 
say I have had an interest¬ 
ing rollercoaster ride. I was 
head of music in a second¬ 
ary school for much of my 
teaching career - I lived 


the job. I don’t think I had enough 
balance. I’ve also had other illnesses. 
I had cancer and had a mastectomy 
10 years ago. So there was trauma 
prior to getting Fibromyalgia.”

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Road-rail depot 
is slammed by 
locals in survey 


Power station ‘killing 
tonnes of fish a year’

A CONTROVERSIAL bid to build a 
huge freight depot in a scenic village has 
been slammed by residents. 

The Kent International Gateway road- 
rail interchange in Bearsted was 
branded “unacceptable” by 86 per cent of 
people living in Maidstone in a new 
survey carried out by Local Opinion. 

Seventy-nine per cent of those against 
the depot, which would be the size of 100 
football pitches, said it would ruin 
Bearsted’s environment. And 76 per cent 
felt the depot would result in unacceptable 
levels of light and noise pollution. 

A planning application for the 112- 
hectare depot running from junction 
seven to junction eight of the M20, was 
lodged last October, which Maidstone 
council is still considering. 

If permission is granted Bearsted 
would become a major destination for 
lorries heading for the Continent to load 
freight on to trains using Kent’s high¬ 
speed rail links. 

The survey, carried out by the 
independent opinion poll company, also 
revealed that 70 per cent of 293 
residents quizzed felt they were not 
being reliably informed of the full details 
of the AXA Group’s proposals, which 
they see as the council’s duty. 

A council spokeswoman said: “We have 
received more than 2,500 representations 
on the application and will consider all 
comments until the application is decided.”

AS MANY as 50,000 fish can get 
killed in pipes used to cool 
Dungeness Power Station in just 
two hours, according to a marine 
expert. 

Dr Peter Henderson, an Oxford University 
academic, said large pipes used to suck in water 
from the sea to cool the power station trap 
tonnes offish, eggs, shrimp and crabs every year. 

Around 70 species of fish live in the waters 
around Dungeness, including sprat, whiting 
and pout. 

Sharks 

Dr Henderson, who is also director of the 
Pisces Conservation environmental 
consultancy, said the number killed in the 
pipes at Dungeness was “very large”. 

He told KOS Media an estimated 5.5 tonnes 
(5,500 kg) of fish and 10 tonnes (10,000 kg) of 
crustaceans are killed in this way every year. 

He said: “The only fish species that are not 
impinged are species that do not swim in the 
open water and therefore do not go near the 
intakes and very large fish such as sharks and 
tuna which can escape the intake flow or will 
not fit through the bars at the intake mouth. 

“The commonest crustaceans impinged are 
shrimps and small crabs. Large edible crabs 
are not often impinged.” 

However, Dr Henderson said if a particularly 
large shoal of fish, such as sprat, were to swim 
past the intake pipes as many as two tonnes 
could be sucked into them in as little as two

horns, or 50,000 individual fish. 

The pipes are not the only way in which sea 
creatures are killed by the power station. 

More fish and crustaceans are killed when 
they pass through the station’s cooling water 
circuits, which are used to condense steam. 

Dr Henderson said the amount of sea life 
killed in this way is not recorded and is hard 
to estimate, although it is thought to kill 
millions of fish larvae and eggs every year. 


This type of death is known as entrainment 
and Dr Henderson added that the numbers 
killed in this way at power stations across the 
UK “could be important”. 

Will Wright, Kent fisheries officer, said 
although the numbers of fish, eggs and 
crustaceans killed at Dungeness was high 
there were “plenty more fish in the sea”. 

He said that because of strict quotas on the 
numbers of fish that can be caught the 
numbers killed at Dungeness would not have 
any great affect on the fishing industry. 

He added: “It isn’t something the fishermen 
would complain about. They are more likely to 
be concerned about access to the beach.”

THE peace of Canterbury 
on Monday, May 3, 1830 
was shattered by the sound 
of cannon fire from the 
Westgate Towers, signalling 
the departure of the first 
train on the newly-opened 
Canterbury to Whitstable 
railway 

That pioneering line, which took 
the more or less direct route 
between North Lane, Canterbury 
and Whitstable harbour, was 
constructed to ease communication 
between Canterbury and the sea, 
which had become progressively 
more difficult as the River Stour had 
silted up over the years. 

Rocket 

Railways were in their infancy and 
the decision was taken to work most 
of the line by steam haulage, using 
engines at Tyler Hill and at 
Clowes Wood. The section between 
Bogshole Brook and Whitstable 
harbour was initially worked by 
steam locomotive, the Invicta, now 
housed in the Museum of 
Canterbury in Stour Street. 

The pioneering nature of the line 
can be judged by the fact that the 
George Stephenson works, which 
built the locomotive, designated it 
Number 12, Number 11 having been 
the famous Rocket. 

The line was single track and 
traversed hilly ground, necessitating 
steep gradients. The half-mile tunnel 
at Tyler Hill, which was a great 
novelty, passes directly under part of 
the University of Kent at Canterbury. 

The south portal is of an inverted U- 
shape, while the north portal is of

horseshoe shape. As children, we were 
told that the two gangs building it 
didn’t realise that they were digging 
different cross sections until they met 
in the middle, but that seems unlikely. 

The journey over the six miles of 
track took about 45 minutes; hardly 
heroic, but a great improvement on 
the alternatives. 

The railway struggled on as an 
independent venture until 1844, when 
it was taken over by the South 
Eastern Railway. 

In 1846, the line was converted so 
that locomotives could be used for 
haulage throughout its length. The 
new Canterbury West railway station 
became the line’s southern terminus. 

A period of moderate prosperity 
followed, with passengers travelling 
to Whitstable to take the sea air and 
a good trade in freight. 

As the years passed, the internal 
combustion engine and the bus 
started to eat into the passenger 
trade and passenger services were 
terminated in 1930. 

Freight continued to be carried 
until the line was officially closed on 
November 29 1952. There was a brief 
re-opening following the 1953 floods, 
the main line to Whitstable having 
been severed. I watched as the track 
was taken up and the line was left to 
moulder away. 

Generations of children had stood, 
like me, at the crossing gates and 
watched the trains chugging on their 
slow journey. Some would have been 
amazed that the engines which they 
saw at Whitstable station had 
travelled all the way from that far-off 
place, Canterbury. 


Many faces would have been pushed 
against the railings around the 
muddy reservoir which was supposed 
to flush Whitstable harbour clean. 

How many little boys, like me, spent 
their Sunday afternoons in the 
darkest recesses of the tunnel, 
emerging with soot streaming from 
their nostrils, but their eyes shining 
with delight? 

Do others, like me, bear the scars 
from being chased along the railway 
line on their bicycles by farmers who 
had caught them scrumping? 

Alas, nearly all has gone. The 
reservoir at Whitstable is a car park. 
Part of the line through Clowes wood 
is a footpath, the Crab and Winkle 
Way, but most isn’t. 

You have to go out of your way to 
find the tunnel, the portals of which 
are blocked and the middle of which is 
filled with fly ash to support the 
weight of the university buildings on 
top. 

The south portal is still used as a 
shed by a school. The original old bridge 
in Whitstable has gone, mourned by 
some, but it was intended for the days 
of the horse and cart, not for cars. 

In Clowes wood you can still sit 
beside the pond which was dug as a 
water supply for the stationary 
engine there. Embankments can still 
be found if you know where to look 
for them, but the old railway line is 
but a fading memory. 

Yet let us not forget that in a leafy 
comer of Kent there was once a railway 
line which was truly pioneering and 
which acted as a signpost to the future 
in which the world would be covered 
by a network of railway lines and 
steam would mle the world.

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MURDER MOST FOUL: The killing of Jane Maria Clousen, a 17-year-old servant girl 

A blood-soaked 
history of Kent

THE villagers of Goudhurst 
gathered what weapons they 
could find and waited to repel a 
murderous gang of smugglers. 

It was 261 years ago today that, in 1747, 
the Hawkhurst Gang, a ruthless mob that 
had terrorised communities across Kent 
and Sussex, planned to ransack the village 
and slaughter its inhabitants. But the 
people of Goudhurst were prepared. 

Under the leadership of former military 
man George Sturt, they had gathered all 
the weapons they could lay their hands on, 
cast bullets from the lead of the church roof, 
dug trenches and dispersed themselves 
strategically. 

Exactly what happened during what 
became known as the Battle of Goudhurst 
is not known, but by the end, three of the 
Hawkhurst Gang lay dead and the rest had 
retreated. 

It is one of many grisly episodes from the 
county’s past recorded in a book entitled A 
Grim Almanac of Kent by WH Johnson. The 
book contains a ghastly event or grim fact 
for every day of the year. 

For example, on April 16, 1915, an army 
lieutenant was shot dead in a car on the 
East Cliff at Ramsgate after dark. 

The gunman was one of a group of 
sentries who had been chatting with a 
police constable named Simmons just 
seconds earlier. 

The car was spotted when its bright 
headlights were seen coming from the 
direction of Albion House, which was 
against regulations that required 
headlights to be kept low. 

The sentry called for the car to halt, and 
after it did not he shouted the order three 
more times. It still did not stop, so the 
sentry fired his gun, as he later claimed, at 
the car’s wheel. 

When the car pulled to a stop, Lt Ronald 
Winch, a passenger, lay dead. 

A verdict of death by misadventure was 
given by an inquest jury, and no blame 
attached to the sentry. 

The book also tells the story of pregnant 
17-year-old Jane Maria Clousen, who was 
found murdered at a popular lovers spot in

Kidbrooke Lane, Eltham, on April 26,1871. 

Around 20,000 onlookers crowded the 
murder site the following Sunday as the 
police scorned it for clues. Nearby they 
found a hammer used to bludgeon her. 

Jane, a servant girl, had told her uncle 
days earlier that she was pregnant and 
that the father was Edmund Pook, 20, the 
son of the house. 

She said the pair had planned to run away 
together, but when police interviewed Pook 
he described her as “a dirty young woman” 
and claimed to have been returning from 
Lewisham the night of the murder. 

He was charged with murder, but cleared 
by a jury after a four-day trial. 

The ironmonger who sold the murder 
weapon said that Pook was not the man he 
sold it to, and blood on his clothing was 
described as a result of an epileptic fit 
during which he bit his tongue. 

Jane’s murderer was never found.

Time to end the violence 


Hamas must stop its bombing , 
argues DR STEPHEN LADYMAN 


PEOPLE in Kent get 
worked up when the 
French go on strike and 
we get lorries backed up 
on our roads. 

Imagine how much more angry 
we’d get if they were firing 
missiles at us and no-one did 
anything to stop them! 

Yet this is what the people who 
live in Sderot, an ordinary town in 
Israel, experience day in and day 
out from their neighbours. 

Sderot is not a military town, it 
offers no strategic targets and it 
has not been built on occupied or 
disputed territory. 

The only ‘crimes’ the people of 
Sderot have committed are that 
they are Israelis who live in 
Israel but close to the Gaza 
border and that is sufficient for 
Hamas, who control Gaza, and 
their allies such as the 
Palestinian Islamic Jihad and the 
Al-Aqsa Martyr Brigade to target 
them for destruction. 

The people of Sderot are most 
vulnerable at home, so many 
missiles are fired at them during 
the night for maximum 
psychological impact. 

Their schools and public 
buildings are partially reinforced 
by concrete blocks but they are at 
risk when they are out in the open 
so the terrorists step up the 
frequency of missile attacks 
during the school run. 

Bus shelters are reinforced and 
used as bomb shelters because 
when the air raid siren goes you 
have less than 15 seconds to find 


a safe place to hide. 

And in the police station yard 
there are racks, four deep, all 
around the car park piled high with 
the spent remains of missiles and 
mortars that landed on the town. 

Bizarrely, they are ‘decorated’ 
with the colours of the 
organisations that fire them. 

Everywhere there are houses 
that have been hit. When I visited 
last week with Ivan Lewis, the 
MP for Bury South, one small 
family house had the roof blown 
off and the inside gutted.

Thankfully, two young children 
and their disabled grandmother, 
who were inside watching 
television when the missile 
struck, all survived. 

The walls of the infant school 
are pocked with saucer-sized holes 
caused by shrapnel from a missile 
that only just missed the school. 

Even on the sunniest day the 
children play indoors in case they 
can’t reach the shelter of the 
building when the siren sounds. 

Their paintings express their 
fear with daubs of red and black, 
or pictures of rockets falling from 
the sky and in one case a plea, in 
Hebrew, that reads “We have had 
enough, our blood is not second 
class”. 

Whatever provocation the people 
who fire these missiles may feel they 
have suffered, whatever actions 
they think they are avenging or 
whatever cause they believe they 
are promoting, nothing justifies 
what they are doing to Sderot. 

The Israelis withdrew from 
Gaza and left it entirely to the 
Palestinian people as part of the 
peace process so these actions 
cannot even be justified any 
longer on the grounds of trying to 
establish Gaza as part of the 
Palestinian homeland. 

The Palestinian Authority, based 
on the West Bank, simply does not 
have the power to stop what the 
terrorists are doing in Gaza. 



I met its Prime Minister, Dr 
Salam Fayaad, and was genuinely 
impressed by his unambiguous 
determination to build a 
Palestinian nation that will 
peacefully co-exist with Israel but 
even he admitted he did not have 
security forces that are strong 
enough to intervene in Gaza and 
stop what Hamas are doing, much 
as he would like to. 

Recently Egypt has been trying 
to negotiate a ceasefire and even 
President Carter has tried to 
intervene, but unless the 
terrorists in Gaza stop, and stop 
now, Israel will have to respond. 

What Hamas and its allies are 
doing is unjustifiable, it is 
repulsive and it is beyond any 
sane justification. 

The entire people of the world, 
whatever we think of Middle 
Eastern politics, should demand 
the violence stops but I suspect 
our pleas will fall on deaf ears. 

I only hope that when you next 
read about Sderot it is not in the 
wake of the school I visited being 
destroyed while the children were 
playing inside.

We have been very clear that while we have 
produced a solution in the form of a lorry park, 
and a preferred location, it is now down to the 
Government to decide how they are going to 
fund it. The sooner they do, the sooner we can 
get on with solving this problem permanently. 

We have briefed the minister on what we 
believe is the right funding method - a 
Britdisc or vignette - which would charge 
foreign lorries for using UK roads. At the 
moment they pay nothing and benefit to the 
tune of about £300 per trip by filling up their 
fuel tanks abroad, avoiding fuel tax duty. 

The Britdisc would create a more level 
playing field between UK and foreign 
hauliers, fund road improvements and pay for 
facilities for the lorries so they don’t use our 
laybys and villages to park overnight. If other 
people agree, I urge them to sign the following 
online petition at www.conservativekent.com. 

We have provided the solution and the means 
to pay for it. Now it’s down to the Government 
to make a real commitment to fund it.

Rail freight’s the answer 

I write to express my concern over the 
proposed lorry park located between junction 
10 and 11 of the M20 in the village of 
Aldington, and in particular the timing of an 
advertising campaign led by Paul Carter, 
leader of Kent County Council. 

It is difficult to criticise Cllr Carter for 
advocating a Brit Disc scheme charging foreign 
lorries using Kent’s roads. Leaving aside the 


legality of such a scheme - KCC knows full well 
such a scheme would need to be implemented 
across the whole national motorway network 
and not just in Kent -1 believe the timing of 
this campaign is highly questionable. 

Cllr Carter, when announcing the proposed 
lorry park, also announced that it would be 
funded via a Britdisc scheme. It appears Cllr 
Carter believes that by seeming widespread 
support for the laudable Britdisc he will be 
able to foist onto Kent residents his three 
desired lorry parks with little objection. 

I would suggest Cllr Carter and the Kent 
Conservatives would be better placed seeking 
a more sensible solution to the increasing 
problem of foreign lorries on our roads, such 
as greater use of rail freight, and to 
Operation Stack, such as no-strike 
agreements with cross-Channel operators.

Protect the peninsula 

Cllr Paul Carter was right to point out the 
disadvantages of a floating airport in the 
Thames Estuary which would be expensive to 
construct and damaging to a location which 
is a Special Protection Area under the 
European Union’s Bird Directive and the 
fourth most significant site for birds in the 
UK, home to around 200,000 birds during the 
winter season. 

He is also right to make the case for a 
viable alternative to the construction of a 
new airport and that is the use of the Kent 
International Airport on the Isle of Thanet. 

I also made many of these arguments 
during our campaign against a proposed 
airport at Cliffe in Medway some five years 
ago. 

Certainly if an airport is again proposed for 


Medway we will fight to defeat it. 

But we should bear in mind that the 
airport is not the only threat facing the 
Thames Estuary and adjacent Hoo 
Peninsula. New plans have come to light to 
construct a tunnel linking Medway and 
Essex, with conjoining roads and rail services. 
Such a project would be expensive and fail to 
move heavy traffic in the northerly direction 
it needs to travel. Importantly it would also 
radically alter an area of natural and cultural 
significance. 

I have met representatives from the tunnel 
promoters, who failed to convince me that they 
would preserve the unique character of the 
Peninsula. Instead, their proposals would 
mean losing an area of unparalleled natural 
beauty and scientific significance and 
irrevocably disrupt community life in the area. 

This is not to say that a new crossing across 
the Thames should not be considered, but 
there are more suitable locations than the 
Hoo Peninsula. Medway Council is willing to 
work with both Essex and Kent County 
Councils to investigate the possibility of a 
lower Thames Crossing. We need a crossing 
that will meet the economic and transport 
needs of the South East but not proposals 
that would sacrifice the Hoo Peninsula 
without any apparent gains.

Run rabbit, 

Keep unwanted 


LITTLE fluffy bunny rabbits, 
with their cute little white button 
tails and big floppy ears. Have 
you ever seen anything so cute? 

Well, there is nothing cute about rabbits 
in a vegetable garden, or in an ornamental 
garden either for that matter. They could 
dig for Britain. 

They destroy over £100 million of crops 
every year in the UK The average rabbit 
warren extends to 300 metres and houses 
100 rabbits. Their lifespan is three years, 
although 90 per cent die within their first 
year as they have many natural predators. 
Cats, foxes and stoats take mature rabbits 
and the young are taken by buzzards, badg¬ 
ers and weasels. 

If we are troubled by rabbits, the family 
cat is unlikely to be able to deal with them 
for us. 

Rabbits are curious creatures and the 
only way they can decide whether they like 
your new bedding scheme is to taste it. If 
they don’t like the taste of the shoots they 
may start on the roots. Once they have nib¬ 
bled the growing tips off or done a little bit 
of digging, all your hard work in the border 
will have been wasted. 

In fact, in the ornamental border there 
are very many plants that will be safe from 
rabbits. If it is impractical to protect each 
and every plant with a cloche or wire net¬ 
ting the alternative is to choose plants that 
rabbits don’t tend to eat. I hesitate to say 
any plant is rabbit-proof, as they can try 
almost anything.

The foliage of aromatic plants such as 
lavender, rosemary, artemesia, rue and 
geranium has a smell that rabbits find 
unpleasant. Generally speaking, woody 
shrubs, especially evergreens, will be safe 
from rabbit damage. Clematis, fuchsia, sun¬ 
flower, honeysuckle aster, hellebore, dahlia, 
verbena, daffodil, cyclamen and hardy 
orchids are just a few plants that are listed 
as distasteful to rabbits. 

I have a basic rule to protect anything 
newly planted in a garden. Slugs and 
snails, as well as rabbits and other wildlife 
will all be curious to know what the new 
plants are, and to try and taste them, before 
going back to their usual diet. 

But it is the vegetable patch, and in par¬ 
ticular, carrots, that rabbits like best of all. 
You may find it necessary to fence around 
the complete vegetable garden. 

Rabbit-proof fencing consists of gal¬ 
vanised wire mesh of 31mm gauge, which is 
fine enough to stop the smallest rabbit. It 
needs to be one metre high and, crucially, 
extend underground in an outward-facing 
curve so that when a rabbit starts to dig his 
way into your garden the underground 
mesh stops him. 

So with a little planning and adaptation 
there is no need for your garden to be lack¬ 
ing in colour or interest all through the sea¬ 
son even if rabbits do come and visit you 
from time to time.

NOT since the war years has veg¬ 
etable growing been so popular, as 
gardeners turn their talents to pro¬ 
ducing more of their own food for 
better flavour and better health. 

Sales of vegetable seeds continue to outstrip 
those of flowers. Last year there was a seven 
per cent increase in the sales of vegetable 
seeds, according to the Horticultural Trades 
Association, which represents the UK garden 
industry. 

This year looks like having a similar out¬ 
come, according to some of the big seed compa¬ 
nies. 

“Once again the early indications are that 
vegetable seeds sales will outperform flowers,” 
says Catherine Matthews, product manager at 
Unwins. 

“The popular varieties are fairly convention¬ 
al vegetables, indicating that the Jamie Oliver 
effect is continuing and people are growing 
their own food for both the improved taste and 
health benefits.” 

Francijn Suermondt, marketing co-ordinator 


for Suttons, says that in some regions Suttons 
seed sales ratios are 70 per cent veg to 30 per 
cent flowers, while Dobies mail order sales 
ratios so far for 2008 are 74 per cent veg to 26 
per cent flowers. 

“Seed packets are now featuring recipe 
cards, while speedy season veg give quick 
results and this is all influencing sales as 
well,” she says. 

Anyone visiting their garden centre for 
inspiration will find acres of seed packets 
promising wonderful harvests of succulent veg 
- but which do you choose? 

Best performers 

New varieties are coming on to the market 
every year - but are they any better than tried 
and tested types? 

Results of trials of new vegetables, revealed 
in the latest issue of Gardeners’ Which?, the 
Consumers’ Association magazine, show the 
best of the bunch. 

Samples of more than 30 new vegetable vari¬ 
eties were trialled last year before they were 
available to buy. 

The best performers included Courgette 
‘Tristan’ (Thompson & Morgan), which pro¬ 
duced large vigorous plants and a heavy crop 
of typical dark green tasty fruits, and Radish

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Morgan), which produced some huge, smooth 
fruits weighing up to 500g, and the cherry 
tomatoes ‘Piccolo’ (Dobies - plants; The 
Organic Gardening Catalogue; Suttons - 
plants) and ‘Apero’ (Dobies - seeds and plants; 
Suttons - plants), which cropped from August 
to September in the greenhouse. Both had 
tougher skins than supermarket cherry toma¬ 
toes, but made up for this with intense sweet 
and sharp flavour. 

Carrot Tendersnax’ (Thompson & Morgan), 
a new, early, sweet carrot, proved a winner 
with nearly 600 triallists. From an April sow¬ 
ing most harvested from mid-July to mid- 
August, averaging around 2kg from a 2m row. 
Some 80 per cent of triallists rated the flavour 
good or very good. 

Lettuce ‘Marshall’ (Marshalls, Suttons) was 
a beautiful, decorative lettuce, great when 
paired with another new variety, ‘Ashbrook’ 
(Unwins). The red leaves turned deep purple, 
almost black when mature, but they bolted 
rapidly last summer. The taste was good, with 
just a hint of bitterness and kept well in the 
fridge and considered worth growing as cut- 
and-come-again or baby leaf salad.

Chilli power 

IF you want to grow something that’s going to 
spice up your food and brighten up your green¬ 
house later in the year, then try sowing some chilli 
peppers indoors now. They need a sunny spot 
and high temperatures so are best grown in a 
greenhouse under the same conditions as toma¬ 
toes or cucumbers. 

Seeds should be sown at 20C (68F) in pots or 
modules of seed compost. The really hot varieties 
can take a month to germinate so they should be 
sown in late winter. Milder ones can be sown in 
early spring and transferred into 9cm (31/2in) pots 
when big enough and then grown on at 18C (65F). 

When the plants are 20cm (8in) tall, pinch out the 
tips to promote bushiness. If you want lots of small 
chillis, pinch out the sideshoots again later on. 

When the roots fill the pot, the plants can be trans¬ 
ferred to 30cm (12in) tubs or growbags. If you are 
planting out, harden them out in early summer. 

Plants can be trained up canes and should be 
fed regularly with a general fertiliser until flowers 
form. They can be picked before they are ripe, or 
left on the plant until they change colour, 
although you won’t get as many fruits if you leave 
them too long. Hot varieties include Thai Dragon, 
a red type, and the jalapeno pepper Summer 
Heat, which is milder. SPICY: Red chilli pepper plant

1 According to pr 0 pert 3 dinder.com home buy- 
f ers and sellers believe that a garden can add 
as much as 17 per cent to the value of a prop¬ 
erty, while nearly three quarters of people 
said they would be instantly attracted to a 
property that had a well-tended front garden. 


Nicholas Leeming, director of propertyfind- 
er.com, said: “A well-tended garden is the ulti¬ 
mate value add.” 

The Children’s Society Garden sits in front 
of a contemporary house fagade and uses ver¬ 
tical features to make the most of its small 
plot. Water gently flows down a basalt wall, 
flanked by living walls; dry plants at the top 
and wet thriving plants at the bottom. 

Two large saphora japonica trees overlap 
giving dappled shade under umbrella-pruned 
canopies. Secure vertical bicycle storage is 
provided under a cantilevered porch. The gar¬ 
den is encircled by a low fence and a variety 
of long grasses. Gravels prevent water run off 
from the garden, allowing water to return to 
the ground. This practical design provides a 
microcosm for birds and insects and incorpo¬ 
rates discreet water harvesting and waste 
and recycling bin storage. 

Designer Mark Gregory said: “This is a gar¬ 
den with children and fami li es at its heart. 
This design proves that you can have a prac¬ 
tical, usable space and be environmentally 
responsible. The Children’s Society Garden is 
a garden for future generations. We’re mak¬ 
ing front gardens green again.” 

Beeny said: “The Children’s Society Garden 
combines great design with environmental 
responsibility and shows how to create a 
space to spend time with the kids.”

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Historical gardens bloom 
for the public once again 


A TROUBLED and chequered 
past has not stopped one of the 
finest garden jewels in Kent’s 
crown from opening once more to 
the public. 

Sandling Park has seen action from 
enemy bombers to the catastrophic hurri¬ 
cane of 1987. But the vast landscape won¬ 
der is open to be admired once more. 

The original house was built by Bonomi, 
an Italian architect in 1796, but was 
destroyed by enemy action in 1942. It was 
over 50 years before it rose once more. 

The main house, which is not open to the 
public, was designed and built by the archi¬ 
tect Quinlan Terry in 1999. 

The garden and lawns as they are today 
were largely constructed by Laurence 
Hardy when he moved to Sandling in 1897. 
He realised that rhododendrons and azal¬ 
eas would flourish in the area and his fore¬ 
sight has now grown into a magnificent 25- 
acre woodland garden. 

Once more, Sandling Park garden was in 
the wars, and suffered badly in the fateful 
storm of 1987. 

In those few catastrophic horns, more 
than 200 mature trees crashed down, 
destroying the beauty surrounding them. 

The Hardy family, which now owns the 
estate, set about the task of recovering from 
the damage by embarking on a consider¬ 
able replanting programme. 

Many of the replanted rare species were 
donated by houses and gardens across the 
country and in 2002, the garden opened 


tentatively to the public. 

It is now in full flourish and the magnificent 
sight of 25 acres of rhododendrons, azaleas and 
other acid soil-loving species can be enjoyed. 

Visitors will be welcome every Sunday and 
Wednesday throughout May. Proceeds from one 
of those days on Sunday 11 will be given to char¬ 
ity through the National Gardens Scheme. 

Sadly, the woodland garden is not suitable for 
wheelchair users and dogs cannot be admitted. 

The visitor, for an entrance fee of £4, can wan¬ 
der for hours enjoying the peace and tranquilli¬ 
ty of the park. 

This is a garden for both the connoisseur and 
keen amateur alike. The Hardy family and their 
dedicated team are always working hard to find 
extra areas of the garden to be explored. 

A recently opened area of Sandling Park is 
known as ‘The Mound’. It has been planted with 


some interesting trees, as well as rhododen¬ 
drons, following the extensive re-planting. This 
is an artificial mound, put in when the railway 
originally came through, to protect the old 
house from the site and noise of steam trains! 

At the end of the walk at the rear lawns, visi¬ 
tors can see the canon balls, which were made 
at the Low Moor Ironworks in Yorkshire. 

No mortar could be made large enough to fire 
the largest ball, which weighs 1.5 tons. 

The Yew Hedge planted in 1900 leads into the 
Rose Garden, where visitors can see tree 
paeonies, viburnums and other shrubs. 

This exquisite jewel is situated near Hythe, 
with the entrance off the A20. For those visiting 
by motorway, they should leave the M20 at 
Junction 11 and turn east on to the A20 where 
they will find the entrance is half a mile. An 
experience full of colour and bloom awaits visi¬ 
tors every Sunday and Wednesday between 
10am and 5pm in May.

A Hole world 
of bluebells 
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BLUEBELLS abound in Kent and they 
bloom spectacularly in the gardens of 
Hole Park, near the pretty Wealden vil¬ 
lage of Rolvenden, which itself lies 
between Cranbrook and Tenterden.

In fact, so special are the bluebells, 
and other spring flowers including rho¬ 
dodendrons, that Hole Park is espe¬ 
cially extending its normal opening 
times and days to allow visitors to 
appreciate their full glory. In previous 
years the gardens have opened for a 
bluebell weekend, but following the 
success of an extended Bluebell 
Fortnight last year, it will open every 
day for a month between 11am and 
6pm for a Bluebell Spring Spectacular, 
until Sunday, May 11,2008. 

For the rest of the season the gar¬ 
dens are open Wednesday and 
Thursday afternoons from 2pm to 6pm 
until the end of October, and Sundays 
from March 23 to June 29 and again on 
the following Sundays 5,12,19 and 26 
October 2008.

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Interior designer, Helle 
Clarke answers a read¬ 
er’s design dilemma 

Q We want to create an open plan 
living area in our house, com¬ 
bining kitchen and family room. 
We would like a few ideas to get us 
started. Can you help? 

SB, Kent 

A Most new builds are designed 
with a larger scale of open-plan 
living - because it makes sense 
to the way we live now. It is an easy 
way to incorporate designated space 
for the family computer, the breakfast 
bar - the informal dining area and an 
area for anyone to sit back and be 
part of whatever activities are going 
on. A lot of people feel that the formal 
dining room is now obsolete - and go 
out if they need to entertain on a for¬ 
mal level. 

However, most existing houses are 
not favoured with this design - and it 
is up to us to facilitate it. These are 
just a few things to look out for. 

Start out with lots of sketches and 
list which main functions you would 
like your open-plan area to have. 

When you are planning an open- 
plan space you must carefully consid¬ 
er any walkways. Make sure that 
work designated space is not crossed 
and that there is no walk through in 
relaxation areas. 

Most people dislike it when people 
have to walk behind them. If you 
compare to dining in a restaurant, 
you would probably prefer to be seat¬ 
ed with your back to the wall than the 
other way around. Make sure that 
your open-plan area does not have 
any uneconomic space - ie that you 
use the space you have practically. 
Open-plan spaces can often appear 
stark and unsettling. 

To avoid this you can subdivide 
with pieces of furniture or screens. If 
you are incorporating a kitchen it is a 
great idea to use a row of pendant 
lights above a work area - as a kind 
of sub-division. 

Also, it is important to let colours 
make the room get a gentle feel that 
makes you feel instantly comfort- 
able.Good Luck.

This eco-friendly 
home is just ideal 


A KENT company is celebrating 
major success at the Ideal 
Homes Show. 

Sustainable experts, the Carbon Free 
Group, based at St Margaret’s Bay near 
Dover, created one of the major attractions 
at the show - the Eco House. 

It was designed to produce an ultra-low 
carbon footprint by minimising the energy 
it needs and generating whatever power it 
does use from renewable sources. 

Tens of thousands of people passed through 
the house during the three-week show, 
including Housing Minister Caroline Flint. 

Carbon Free said she was keen to see some 
of the technologies and ideas for the kind of 
homes we will live in in future. 

The Palisade House is a single-storey 
family home built around a central court¬ 
yard and includes a kitchen, a dining and 
sitting room, three bedrooms and two en- 
suite bathrooms. 

The design could easily be split into two 
separate homes, making it affordable for 
first-time buyers and families. 

They can be constructed and ready to 
move into in five days - unimaginably fast 
compared to conventional building con¬ 
struction. The property at the Ideal Homes 
Show was a demonstration house, so in real 
life would have more appealing wood 
cladding, on the outside - and a living wall’ 
look of plants growing up the side. 

Innovations include the power. The house 
is designed to minimise energy use, but gen¬ 
erate what it does need from photo-voltaic 
roof panels, tubular steel piles screwed into 
the ground that draw heat from the ground 
in winter and store heat in the summer, 
solar heating panels for hot water and the 
roof can house a wind turbine. 

Inside, its building system is intended to 
be used in sustainable communities where 
homes are grouped in clusters. A garden on 
the rooftop can be used as an allotment. 

An Evac vacuum toilet system uses 85 
per cent less water than conventional grav¬ 
ity loos. Rainwater is used to flush and 
touch-free taps make usage efficient along 
with showers, which have always min¬ 



imised water use. 

Sheep and hemp wool is used for insula¬ 
tion, keeping heat in during winter and out 
during summer. 

The piles the house sits on can be extend¬ 
ed to lift it out of floodwater. Building is a 
relatively low-skill job and a high propor¬ 
tion of the components are either reusable 
or recyclable. 

Flat-pack design of roof, floor, cladding 
and partition panels - combined with their 
low weight and small size means low-cost 
and energy-efficient transport to the build¬ 
ing site, said the Carbon Free Group. 

The company said the minister and most 
visitors were impressed that everything in 
the house is available today and not some¬ 
thing for the distant future. 

Following the show, the building was 
transported to Kent to be used as a training 
centre specialising in sustainable construc¬ 
tion. In partnership with Dover District 
Council and Kent County Council, it is 
hoped a final location will be agreed very 
shortly and the building will be fully opera¬ 
tional within a matter of months. 

Jae Mather, of the Carbon Free Group, 
added: “The level of interest at the Ideal 
Home Show was enormous. People are clear¬ 
ly starting to realise that eco-design not only 
makes sense in terms of addressing climate 
change, but makes financial sense too. 

“Well-designed, highly insulated build¬ 
ings help protect their users from the 
steadily increasing costs of electricity and 
heat. The costs of running this house will be 
negligible.” 

The Carbon Free Group consortium says 
it is dedicated to making carbon free living 
a reality and enables developers and con¬ 
struction companies to build the kinds of 
houses required to meet the Government’s 
own target of making sure every new home 
in the UK is carbon neutral by 2016. 

“It’s a challenge, but with the running 
costs of a home like this so small, there is 
every reason for people to expect their 
homes to be this efficient,” said Mr Mather.

JULY is expected to be launch 
month for an all-new Seat Ibiza 
supermini and it is a stunning 
looking car. 

So the heat is on for dealers to shift remain¬ 
ing stocks of the outgoing car, though made 
easier by the fact that this model is not yet 
outclassed in the current market. 

Demand should also be sustained by what 
could be the first of several generously- 
equipped ‘specials’ from the VW-owned 
Spanish marque. 

The new arrivals are the Ibiza Freerider and 
Sportrider, both in three- 
door format. 




The £8,995 Freerider comes with a frugal

There is also a choice of engines: a 1.4-litre 
petrol engine or thrifty yet sporty 1.9-litre TDI 
diesel - both offering 98bhp. 

Despite the approaching axe, the current 
Ibiza remains Seat’s best-selling model and 
spearheaded the brand’s best ever sales for 
one month - March registrations this year of 
6,881 surpassed the previous best of 6,851 
sales, set last September. 

The other driving performances in this story 
were Seat’s coupe-style family hatchback, the 
Leon (see separate story), and the sporty Altea

Looking ahead, the brand is also expecting 
much of its ultra-green Ecomotive versions of 
popular models.

TURBOCHARGED smaller capacity petrol 
engines are rapidly becoming the smart 
way for car makers to retain power output 
but slash emissions. 

This has been underlined by the latest 
addition to the Seat Leon line-up; the 1.4- 
litre TSI offers 123bhp against the lOObhp 
of the existing and similarly priced ‘un¬ 
blown’ 1.6-litre Leon and sprints from 0- 
62mph in 9.8 seconds rather than 11.7, yet 
the smaller capacity means much lower 
emissions and fuel consumption.

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Cut through confusion 
and drive Golf Estate 



IT’S not hard to imagine the owner¬ 
ship of a Golf Estate causing a tor¬ 
tuous argument between two old 
buffers after one too many sherbets. 

“Yeesss, I’ve invested in a Golf Estate - mar¬ 
vellous drive...” says buffer number one, 
rather pompously. 

“Lot of money to spend on a passion though! 
Can’t stand it, meself,” splutters the other. 

“Have you tried it then?” bristles number 
one - nobody likes their choice of‘motor’ to be 
questioned. 

“Didn’t that Mark Twain say something about 
a good walk ruined?” persists number two. 

“Well, you have to drive sometimes...” 
says number two, even more exasperated. 

“I’m just not interested in the game,” says 
number one firmly, reaching for another tot. 

“Game? What game?” says a confused num¬ 
ber one. 

Far-fetched perhaps, but the VW Golf Estate 
is a bit confusing; less like a Golf hatchback and 
more like a Jetta - the saloon based on the Golf 
- or a Passat that’s been shrunk in the wash. 

I said it was confusing, but let us not cloud 
the fact that the Golf/Jetta Estate is an 
impressive product, launched last August - 
some 18 months after the demise of the previ¬ 
ous and rather brick-like Golf load lugger. 

The latest incarnation is more aerodynamic 
and elegant enough to pass for a lifestyle 
estate’ where ultimate load-carrying ability is 
compromised by racier lines, yet the VW does 
have genuine ‘crammability’. 



True, the tailgate could have been more 
upright, but the Golf’s ultimate ‘seats folded’ 
load capacity of 1,550 litres matches its Ford 
Focus and Vauxhall Astra key rivals and sur¬ 
passes the 1,305 of the Volvo V50. 

It falls short of the Skoda Octavia’s 1,620 
and a cavernous 1,800 offered by the Renault 
Megane, but neither car matches the status of 
the VW in the eyes of most buyers. 

The VW is also an excellent drive - the Golf 
platform being one of the best at this level - so 
there is no sacrifice in handling when opting 


for the greater practicality of this estate. 
Nevertheless, the ride is sufficiently well- 
damped for poorly-maintained rural roads, while 
contributing to the car’s poise on the motorway. 

Overall, the car feels well screwed together 
and the now familiar Golf interior is a master¬ 
piece of understatement, quality and function¬ 
ality though possibly a bit dour. 

The seats are well-shaped and designed, 
with even the middle passenger in the back 
getting a reasonable deal while outer passen¬ 
gers enjoy excellent leg and headroom. 

But the load compartment is the whole point 
of the car and its impressive capacity has been 
bought by an extra 352mm of length compared 
with the Golf hatchback. 

Folding the seats for ‘van mode’ is simple 
and there is also an armrest ‘ski slot’ that is 
equally easy to bring into use. 


Perhaps not surprisingly, more than half of 
Golf Estate buyers go with VW’s familiar 
102bhp 1.9 TDI turbodiesel and a lOObhp 1.6 
petrol is also offered, but the number two sell¬ 
er is the best option if you can afford it - the 
138bhp 2.0 TDI as tested here. 

This is a truly sporting diesel engine also 
powerful enough to cope with a fully laden 
estate body, yet capable of averaging around 
50mpg with just 148gm/km emissions - low 
enough to place the car in band-C for road tax. 

Miserly fuel consumption is no doubt helped 
by the slippery shape of the car, which also 
assists motorway cruising refinement. 

A lot of people have embraced midi-MPVs, 
but a smart, entertaining and refined estate 
car like this makes you question why they 
shop elsewhere - unless they are confused 
about the name, of course.

on strong euro

A STRONG euro could spell boom 
time for Kent firms involved in 
tourism and catering - they’ve got 
a great opportunity to attract peo¬ 
ple from the rest of the continent. 

And Visit Kent, the new organisation 
spearheading the county’s tourism initia¬ 
tives, is already on the ball and launching a 
major awareness campaign across the 
Channel in the summer. 

With Eurostar this week saying that rev¬ 
enues and traveller numbers are reaching 
records, the county has a marvellous chance 
to cash in while it can, and, of course, to also 
take advantage of ferry and air links. 

Now Visit Kent, which has been formed 
from Kent Tourism Alliance, the private and 
public sector partnership, and KCC’s Kent 
Tourism, says it will be unveiling its A La 
Carte campaign in a couple of months’ time. 

The core of the thrust is a multi-lingual 
map - hence the tag line - of the county with 
all its attractions which will be shown and 
distributed using all the cross-Channel oper¬ 
ators, travel offices and the travel trade. 

Ruth Wood, Visit Kent’s research and devel¬ 
opment manager, said: ‘We want visitors from 
across the Channel to explore Kent and the 
area around the county to see all there is on 
offer rather than just going on the motorway.” 

Ms Wood said more visitors are coming to 
sites such as Leeds Castle, Canterbury and 
leisure facilities around the Port of Dover. 

Eurostar announced 2.17 million travellers 


rode on its trains in the first three months of 
this year - a record and a rise of more than 
21 per cent - while revenues rocketed by a 
record 25 per cent to £178.4 million. 

Although the company couldn’t break down 
figures by country, about 55 per cent of pas¬ 
sengers were outward travellers. Of those 
coming in, the French form the largest group, 
then the Belgians and other Europeans, plus 
those from the US, Far East, South Korea 
and Japan. 

A spokesman said it was too early to say if 
the strong euro was beginning to attract more 
visitors from the rest of Europe to Kent or 
elsewhere in the UK. 

He said a review of the whole of the 
Eurostar service - such as how Ebbsfleet was 
fitting into the service and the impact of the 


changes at Ashford International - would be 
carried out in “late spring”. 

A survey it carried out also signals that 
one in 20 people said that over the next year 
or so, environmental concerns mean they are 
planning to switch from plane to train for 
journeys within the UK or to closer 
European destinations. 

Eurostar’s high-speed passenger train 
service links St Pancras International, 
Ebbsfleet International, Ashford International, 
Paris Gare du Nord, Brussels-Midi, Lille, 
Calais, Disneyland Resort Paris, Avignon and 
the French Alps.

Ferry popular 

FERRIES are edging ahead in the fierce com¬ 
petition to take Kent people to the continent, 
according to a survey by independent market 
research initiative Local Opinion. 

More than nine out of 10 Kent residents 
have crossed the Channel at some time: 69 
per cent for a day trip, 85 per cent on holiday; 
and nearly 20 per cent for work. 

Nearly 43 per cent prefer to travel by ferry, 
while 37 per cent prefer to take their cars 
across on Eurotunnel. Another 37 per cent 
prefer to fly, while fast ferries account for 6.5 
per cent and the opening of St Pancras and 
Ebbsfleet have boosted Eurostar’s share of 
the local market to 24.3 per cent. 

P&O is the most popular ferry company 
among Kent residents, scoring 77.8 per cent, 
followed by SeaFrance (36.6 per cent), 
Speed Ferries (10.8 per cent) and Norfolk 
Line (8.2 per cent). 

Twice as many who chose to fly picked 
EasyJet (38 per cent) rather than Ryannair 
(19 per cent), with the two budget operators 
accounting for about half the flights. 

There remains plenty of business out there 
for the cross-Channel operators to compete 
for: 29.3 per cent said they crossed the 
Channel once a year, 21.1 per cent twice a 
year, 14.1 per cent three times a year, six per 
cent four times a year and 11.8 per cent 
more than four times a year.

Pickfords moves to 
allay staff job fears 

‘Business as usual* for firm despite takeover 


BOSSES at Pickfords, England’s 
largest and oldest firm of removals 
which has a depot in Maidstone, 
have reassured staff over jobs fol¬ 
lowing a takeover by Europe’s 
leading moving group. 

The fire sale of loss-making Pickfords to the 
Team Group came after its American owner, 
Sirva Inc, said it needed a cash injection to stay 
afloat and risked being wound up unless a 
buyer could be found. 

There are about a dozen employees at 
Maidstone. But a Pickfords spokeswoman said 
that it was “business as usual” for the firm. 

She said: “It is business as usual with the 
focus on growing the business and taking it 
back to its heyday. It is impossible to speculate 
in terms of jobs, and they are reviewing the 
business, but for the foreseeable future it is 
business as usual. 

“They are very positive and upbeat and these 
are very exciting times in terms of moving 
forward.”

The well-known company goes back to at 
least the 1690s when the Pickfords family was 
involved in mending roads. 

They owned a quarry, moving stone by a 
train of packhorses. Instead of returning to the 
quarry empty, the horses carried goods for 
others and Pickfords became a carrier for the 
first time. 

In 1776 Pickfords invented the fly wagon, 
named for its speed, carrying goods and passen¬ 
gers, for example, from London to Manchester 
in four-and-a-half days, travelling just over 42 
miles a day. 

With the increased use of lorries in the early 
20th century, Pickfords became one of the most 
well-known brand names in the UK and in 2002 
it became part of Sirva, the largest moving, stor¬ 
age and relocation company in the world. 

Team, run by American-born Frank Grace, is 
thought to have paid a nominal sum for 
Pickfords - usual in such situations - in return 


for taking on the company’s growing debts, 
a £10 million pension deficit and an Irish-based 
insurance division heavily dependent on inter¬ 
company loans. 

Already, other removals companies including 
Clockwork Group Holdings, a Scottish-based 
firm, are known to be interested in buying 
Pickfords’ core UK removals business from 
Team, according to City reports. 

Mr Yogesh Mehta, Team group managing 
director said: “We are pleased to have concluded 
this transaction, which is another significant 
piece in our corporate plan. 

“We will naturally continue to operate 
Pickfords under that famous brand and feel 
sure our expertise within this core market will 
ensure renewed success for this fine company.” 

Kevin Pickford, managing director of 
Pickfords, warmly welcomed the development 
and said: “I am delighted with the news that 
the transaction has completed. 

“We are looking forward to working with the 
Team group, to continue to serve our customers 
and to advance the business in the next exciting 
phase of its development”.

Gloomy forecasts fail to dent 
business leaders’ confidence

TWO out of three South East busi¬ 
nesspeople say they would start 
their businesses all over again 
today if they had to - despite the 
economic climate. And four out of 
five are confident about the future. 

The very bullish - that is, strongly posi¬ 
tive - research by The Credit Show, the 
UK’s largest credit exhibition and confer¬ 
ence, shows that small and medium-sized 
enterprises (SMEs) plan to expand domes¬ 
tic sales by an average 56 per cent in the 
coming year. 

Just under a half plan to expand into a new 
area in the next 12 months and a further 37 
per cent will recruit new staff. More than one

in three plan to launch a new product or serv¬ 
ice and only one per cent plan to scale back 
their operations. 

Pressure 

There’s a real split, however, about the 
effects of the credit squeeze on their business¬ 
es, with some SMEs noticing the effects and 
others apparently untouched. 

The report shows that 28 per cent say that 
they are now finding it harder to borrow from 
a bank, while 38 per cent admit to not notic¬ 
ing the credit crunch. 


But some SMEs are undoubtedly feeling 
the pressure of the squeeze. More than a half 
- 56 per cent - say that suppliers have 
increased prices. This could have a huge 
impact on the supply chain, affecting further 
businesses throughout the UK. 

With many facing weakening demand, only 
18 per cent say customers are buying more on 
credit, and more than half of SMEs (55 per 
cent) admit that their customers are more 
and more frequently looking for deals or ask¬ 
ing for discounts.

will climb steadily as the UK economy tight¬ 
ens over the course of the year.” 

Typically up to 40 per cent of a company’s 
current assets consist of the money owed to 
them by their customers, with most of that 
coming from just a fifth of the business’s 
client base. 

Not protecting that debt could have poten¬ 
tially devastating effects and recovering 
money lost to bad debts can be difficult, as 


it must be replaced by profit and not simply 
turnover. 

On a typical profit ratio of five per cent, 
a bad debt of £10,000 would require a 
substantial £200,000 of turnover to recover. 

Mr Rees said: “Part of the insurance profes¬ 
sional’s job is education. They have to ensure 
that all clients are fully aware of the risks 
they run every time they raise a purchase 
order and issue an invoice.”

Farm diversification may affect tax relief 


WHILE financial markets are swing¬ 
ing wildly with 10 per cent variations 
within less days, down on the farm 
things are looking very different. 

Average capital values are report¬ 
ed as having risen 34 per cent last 
year. 

Commodity prices have surged 
ahead and continuing Inheritance 
Tax (IHT) favoured treatment has 
encouraged farmers to retain land. 


The beginning of 2008 saw the 
arrival of the latest Rural 
Development Plan for England with 
£60 million of funding for farmer 
controlled businesses to encourage 
diversification into new enterprises. 

The areas of diversification being 
encouraged include renewable ener¬ 
gy, rural tourism and manufactur¬ 
ing and service enterprises. 

However, can diversification jeop¬ 


ardise the favoured IHT treatment? 

Agricultural property relief gives 
100 per cent IHT relief for qualifying 
property but, if redundant farm 
buildings are converted to say, let 
commercial emits, then those are 
most unlikely to qualify for this 
relief. 

Business property relief gives 100 
per cent IHT relief for assets 
employed in a business carried on 


for profit provided it is not an invest¬ 
ment business. 

Recent case law shows that the 
business has to be looked at in the 
round: do let assets such as cottages 
or commercial emits make it an 
investment business rather than the 
original farming one; what are the 
relative values of the let assets to 
the whole farm; what are the com¬ 
parative profit contributions of the 


different elements; how is the own¬ 
ers/employees’ time spent; how long 
has the business been going? 

Given that for most farmers, hand¬ 
ing the business on to the next gen¬ 
eration is a powerful driver, when 
contemplating diversification IHT 
advice should be taken.

Budget is fuel for 
concern for SMEs 

GOVERNMENT commitment to help¬ 
ing small firms switch to environmental¬ 
ly friendly fuels is being questioned by 
the Forum of Private Business (FPB) fol¬ 
lowing an announcement in Budget that 
it is to remove a tax incentive for invest¬ 
ing in ‘green’ biofuels. 

The 20p per litre government fuel duty 
incentive for firms that invest in 
bioethanol and biodiesel is being with¬ 
drawn from spring 2010, saving the 
treasury an estimated £550 million. 

In its place, the Renewable Transport 
Fuels Obligation (RTFO) will set a min¬ 
imum legal threshold that, by 2010, at 
least five per cent of all fuel sold in the 
UK will have to be made from material 
from sustainable sources. Suppliers who 
fail to meet their targets will be fined. 

Phil Orford, FPB’s chief executive, 
said: “This will not only force businesses 
to comply with yet more red tape, but 
also remove any financial benefits for 
‘going green’. This is yet another long 
term issue that is being addressed by 
short-term cost-saving policies.”

Stop thieves 
converting 
your car 
into cash 

THE theft of catalytic converters is now well 
and truly established and a growing part of 
the crime scene. Why? Because the catalyst - 
which makes a “cat” work - can cost thousands 
of pounds per ounce. It is typically made up of 
three precious metals - platinum, palladium 
and rhodium. 

Although only very small amounts of these 
metals are used, the value of these metals has 
risen exponentially in the past two years, mak¬ 
ing them a valuable target for thieves.

GILLINGHAM goalkeeper Simon 
Royce admits he is growing increas¬ 
ingly concerned about whether he 
will be given a new contract. 

Manager Mark Stimson has repeatedly 
made it clear he wants to keep the stopper, who 
is likely to win the player of the season award 
at the club’s end of season dinner next week. 

Royce says terms were verbally agreed 
more than a month ago on a deal to keep him 
at the club until next summer, but has not 
heard anything since. 

His anxieties have been heightened by a 
persistent ankle injury which has left him 
sidelined for the last month. The problem 
has reduced the 36-year-old to a frustrated 
spectator as he has missed vital games in 
Gills’ struggle for League One survival. 

Even if the club were relegated, Royce 
insists he would be happy to stay. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “The contract has 


been agreed and I would sign it tomorrow if 
I could. It was agreed five or six weeks ago, 
but the chairman hasn’t been around. 

“It’s another year, so on my part I’m quite 
willing and even if we do get relegated I want 
to stay and look forward to a promotion. 

“The manager has said ‘don’t panic it’s all in 
hand’ but when nothing is signed a verbal 
agreement isn’t worth anything these days. 
Obviously, because it’s been offered, I would 
like to think that would be upheld, but in the 
present climate you don’t know. 

Worried 

“It’s been so long, I have got injured and 
with our position you do think about it. If it 
does go on any longer I will get worried 
because I have a family and things to pay. My 
contract is until the end of May and after that 
I stop getting paid, I just want it sorted.” 

The former Southend and Leicester goal¬ 
keeper believes he still has two years left 
before hanging up his boots, but has not given 
up on returning to the first team before the 
end of the season. 


He said: “It probably helps that I’m much 
more experienced. I know my own body and I 
have had major injuries before. If I can come 
back from that then I will come back from a 
twisted ankle. 

“My main concern at the moment is get¬ 
ting fit and playing at least one game before 
the end of the season. At the moment I’m not 
sure what will happen.” 

Royce had stayed virtually injury-free 
before suffering an injury on the training 
ground, playing 36 games for the club after 
arriving last summer. 

Although the team have one of the worst 
defensive records in League One, he has pro¬ 
duced consistently high standards all season 
to make him a fans’ favourite.

Grant career and Olympic dream over 



THE END: Injury has forced Helen Grant to 
retire from competitive hockey at just 28 


A SERIOUS knee injury has forced Helen 
Grant to prematurely retire from hockey at 28 
- just months before she hoped to crown her 
career with a first appearance at the Olympics. 

The Canterbury and England forward 
ruptured her anterior cruciate ligament in a 
school game 11 years ago and has suffered 
problems ever since. 

Despite the injury, Grant has enjoyed a 
successful career in club and international 
hockey. She made more than 100 appearances 
for England, playing at two World Cups and 
won a silver medal at the Commonwealth 
Games in Manchester six years ago - her 
personal highlight. 

But for Grant, one ambition will now remain 
unfulfilled. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “It was a dream to 
go to the Olympics and it’s always going to 
be on my CV ‘Olympics: none’ which really 
hurts. Last summer I missed the European 
Cup where we qualified and that’s when the 
signs were on the wall. 

“I almost announced my retirement then, but 
being Olympic year I wanted to be sure and give 
myself as much of an opportunity to make it.” 

In a bid to make the squad for Beijing, Grant 
joined Canterbury midway through last season 


and was an instant success. She scored six 
goals in seven games to help an inexperienced 
side to a top half finish. 

But the agony she suffered from her knee 
proved too great to complete a comeback at the 
highest level. 

In the original injury she also tore the 
meniscus, which acts as a shock absorber. In 
surgery a significant amount was removed 
and the lack of it has caused lasting damage to 
the bones in her knee. 

She has undergone several cortisone injec¬ 
tions to help but the pain has increased and 
she has needed painkillers to help get 
through games. 

She said: “It keeps me up at night, I’m in 
tears and I wake up in the morning 
thinking how is it going to be today?’ It affects 
everything, I can’t go out for walks with family 
or wear high heels when I go out. 

“I have got to look at the long term, the 
doctors have told me I will need a knee 
replacement sooner rather than later - before 
I’m 40. It’s all a lot to take in. 

“There comes a point where you think 
about the rest of your life. It’s not like I’m 
being paid a lot of money to play hockey, I 
have a job to consider.”

Academy director Phil Relf is delighted 
with his progress and thinks he would grab 
an opportunity to play in the first team 
with both hands. 

He said: “He has been with us a year now 
and he has done really well. 

“He is quite an exciting prospect and a 
real workhorse. To have made that recov¬ 
ery from that injury is a major thing. 

“We are looking forward to having him 
round a quite a bit as there are high hopes 
for him.

KENT’S new signing Azhar 
Mahmood has revealed he turned 
down an opportunity to play in a 
Twenty20 world series tourna¬ 
ment to fulfil his commitment to

Mahmood’s future at Kent was hanging 
in the balance after his participation in 
the Indian Cricket League - a competition 
the England and Wales Cricket Board (ECB) 
labelled an ‘unauthorised event.’ 

The 32-year-old signed for Kent on 
November 22, but due to the ECB’s stance 
on the Indian competition, which saw them 
change their regulations, Mahmood was left 
sweating as to whether his registration 
would be accepted. 

Lucrative 

Now the former Pakistani all-rounder, who 
has now joined up with the club, told Kent 
on Sunday he turned down a lucrative offer 
to stay on in India and play in a 20s World 
Series Tournament for ICL Pakistan. 

It would have seen him play in a side pit¬ 
ting the best Pakistanis and Indians from 
the ICL against a ‘best of the rest’ side, but 
would have meant missing the opening 
game of the championship and could have 
gone against him being allowed to play this 
season. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I was worried 
the ECB might have a problem with the ICL 
Pakistan competition and I didn’t want to 
take any risk because I had a commitment

with the club. I didn’t want to let them down 
at any stage so that is why I said I am not 
going to play in this tournament and I will 
come back.” 

Despite the controversy around the tour¬ 
nament, it was a worthwhile experience for 
Mahmood and he hopes to take part again 
next year. 

He said: “I signed a three-year deal with 
the ICL before I signed for Kent and they 
were happy with me to go there and play 
because ICL was not clashing with the coun¬ 
ty season and there was no problem. 

“It is an excellent competition and what is 
great to see is local Indian players perform 
together with international players. 

“It was a good feeling playing for the ICL 
and you could see in the tournament it was 
tough. It is also good for people ending their 
career because there is a chance to earn 
money as the life of a cricketer is very short, 
you play up to the age of about 35 and then 
they have to retire, so it is one way of mak¬ 
ing money.” 


The way the multi-million pound Indian 
Premier League and the ICL has changed 
the face of the sport is “good for cricket” 
according to Mahmood as long as it doesn’t 
clash with the county season. 

He said: “Why are people so against it? 
People are able to go and play in Australia 
and South Africa, so why not India? It is not 
fair on the players, as the home boards are 
stopping people from earning.” 

Mahmood is a welcome addition to the 
Kent line-up, and will no doubt bolster the 
batting department as well as offer some¬ 
thing different with the ball. 

Having already settled at the club, he is 
looking forward to competing for silverware 
on all fronts this season. 

He said: “I spent six years with Surrey and 
it was time to move and I really like Kent 
having played against them before. It is a 
nice little town and a nice club so that is why 
I moved to Kent. 

“I was talking to Rob Key last year and he 
was interested and I didn’t want to go up 
north because I am still living in Surrey. 
There are a nice bunch of guys here. 

‘We have good players and are capable of 
doing well this season. We have a really good 
one-day side and I believe we can have 
equally as good a side in the four day game. 

“It is a really relaxed dressing room and 
that is what you want when you come into a 
new place. 

“Kent is not as big a club as Surrey but 
after coming here, I have been really looked 
after. I have only been here for about a week 
but already people are making me feel wel¬ 
come, it is remarkable.”
